TRAVEL BOOKS. _ II. 


SouTH AMERICA appears, with some popular writers, to have taken 
the place of Africa as the continent of mystery. There are, however, a 
number of books which serve to redress the balance, and to present an 
objective picture, without detracting from the varied scope it offers to the 
informed traveller. From early in the last century, British naturalists have 
made a great contribution to our knowledge of the continent, and it is 
interesting to see that this traditional connection is still maintained. At the 
turn of the century, Sir John Graham Kerr took part in two expeditions 
to the Pilcomayo area of the Gran Chaco, which he has recently put on 
record in A Naturalist in the Gran Chaco (1950, Cambridge University 
Press, 25s.). Though he properly stresses the value of the scientific work 
he accomplished, his book will appeal to the general reader. The expeditions 
had a hazardous side; the obstacles imposed by the natural conditions are 
brought home to the reader; and there are interesting descriptions of the 
primitive Indians, with whom Sir John was successful in reaching an 
understanding and joining in their hunting. Another noteworthy book in 
the tradition is Christopher Sandeman’s A Forgotten River (1939, Oxford 
University Press), in which he describes a journey down the Huallaga, 
an upper tributary of the Amazon. Mr. Sandeman was a determined 
traveller, with a wide knowledge of South America, an enthusiastic collector 
of flowers and plants, and a skilful photographer. Moreover, he was an 
accomplished writer, with an individual point of view. His later book, 
A Wanderer in Inca Land (1948, Phoenix House, 45s.), is a collection of his 
best photographs with annotations, which make an attractive record of the 
land and people of Peru. With these books may fittingly be placed 
W. R. Philipson’s The Immaculate Forest (1952, Hutchinson, 18s.). This 
describes a botanical expedition to the Macarena mountains, an isolated 
portion of an ancient plateau which formerly extended from the Andes 
to the Guianas. The task of penetrating the dense forest at their foot and 
of finding a route up the escarpment is vividly described, and the writer 
has the gift of imparting his enthusiasm for his job to the reader, and the 
ability to explain clearly the significance of his results. 

A contrasting region of South America is the scene of A. F. Tschiffely’s 
This Way Southward (reissued 1949, Hodder & Stoughton, 10s.6d.), the 
record of a ride on horseback for several hundred miles from Buenos Aires 
over the plains of Patagonia. His understanding of the people he encountered, 
and of the life they lead is manifest throughout, and he writes unpre- 
tentiously, and with an easy humour. 
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The extreme south of the'continent is the setting of F. Lucas Bridges’ 
outstanding autobiography, Uttermost Part of the Earth (reissued 1950, 
Hodder & Stoughton, 30s.). Though not strictly a travel book, it includes 
narratives of many journeys and strenuous days in Tierra del Fuego, which 
the author did much to open up and develop. Bridges was a many-sided 
character, resourceful, far-sighted, and possessed with deep affection and 
understanding of the country, its people and their problems. The story 
he relates will not easily be forgotten. 

Other books which deal with less remote regions, but contain valuable 
impressions on the present-day scene, include Christopher Isherwood’s 
The Condor and the Cows (1949, Methuen, 21s.), a somewhat uneven but 
generally entertaining account of the novelist’s reactions, and Ena Dargan’s 
The Road to Cuzco (cheap edition 1951, Melrose, 10s.6d.), a lively account 
of a visit to Bolivia and Peru by an observer anxious to discover the reactions 
of the Indian to European influence, and the truth about the Spanish 
conquest. In her pages she has captured much of the sombre austerity of 
the Inca and the flamboyant elegance of the Spaniard. 

Mexico has been largely neglected by British travellers in recent years, 
but Graham Greene has made an attempt to get away from the better- 
known parts. In The Lawless Roads (reprinted 1950, Eyre & Spottiswoode, 
12s.6d.), he recounts his experiences in south-west Mexico when particularly 
concerned with investigating the position of Catholics under the new 
dispensation. He observes acutely and makes his lively comments with 
ease, though at times the effort not to be the ordinary tourist is too marked. 

J. B. Trend in Mexico: a New Spain with Old Friends (1940, Cambridge 
University Press), recounts very readably several journeys through the 
better-known areas. His main interest, apart from the modern way of life 
and pre-Conquest architecture, is the languages of Mexico, on which he 
writes with authority. 

On the West Indies, one of the most satisfying books for a long time 
is Patrick Leigh Fermor’s The Traveller's Tree (1951, Murray, 21s.). 
Journeying through the British and French islands of the Caribbean, he 
isolates with an assured touch the features which differentiate them from 
each other, and presents them effectively to the reader. He is particularly 
interesting on the arts, but there are few aspects of their history and present- 
day life which he does not illuminate with sympathy and tolerant humour. 

In an age of films and radio, conventional travel books dealing with the 
United States are perhaps unnecessary: they are certainly a small proportion 
of the flood of books on American life and history. Ursula Branston’s 
Let the Band Play ‘Dixie’ (1940, Harrap), gave a sympathetic and witty 
account of Virginia and the South. The author of Unsentimental Journey 
(1940, Methuen), Nora Cundell, drove a second-hand car from New York 
to Arizona, where she spent a year in the Navajo Indian reserve and visited 
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parts, such as the Bad Lands of Utah, which the ordinary visitor generally 
misses. Sound descriptions of the country, and shrewd observations of the 
people, are to be found in Ernest Young’s North American Excursion (1948, 
Edward Arnold, 21s.), and West of the Rockies (1950, Stanford, 21s.). 

A great deal has been done recently to open up and develop the regions 
of the Canadian Arctic. One feat almost in the traditional style was the 
making of the ‘North-west passage’ from west to east in 1940-42 by the 
R.C.M.P. schooner St. Roche commanded by Inspector H. A. Larsen. 
Unfortunately the published account compiled from various sources is not 
up to the standard of the achievement, but should be noted here (G. J. Tranter: 
Ploughing the Arctic. 1944, Hodder & Stoughton). Much survey work and 
scientific research is carried out each year by Canadian officials. Mrs. Tom 
Manning is the first woman to work for the Geodetic Survey of Canada 
in the field. In Igloo for the Night (1943, Hodder & Stoughton), she recounts 
her initiation into Arctic travel by sledge and boat, hunting, and life in 
general beyond the Circle in the company of her husband Tom Manning. 
For two and a half years they worked in the area of Foxe Basin, north-east 
of Hudson Bay. Mrs. Manning saw all this from a fresh standpoint, and 
set it down agreeably: the only criticism of her book has been that it may 
tend to represent exploratory travel in the Arctic as too easy, for all novices 
cannot expect to have the long experience of Tom Manning behind them. 
In A Summer on Hudson Bay (1949, Hodder & Stoughton), she continues 
the record of her experiences. 

A high-spirited account of hunting trips with the Eskimo, employing 
their technique, is contained in D. Haigh-Thomas’s Tracks in the Snow 
(1939, Hodder & Stoughton). In the course of the journeys described, 
some additions were made to our knowledge of the topography of northern 
Ellesmere Island. 

Interest in the Antarctic has centred recently mainly in the Graham Land 
peninsula which falls in the British Falkland Islands Dependencies. As far 
as Britain is concerned this interest dates from the British Graham Land 
Expedition 1934-37. This expedition, led by John Rymill, was the first 
to carry out extensive surveys in any part of the Antarctic continent, and 
discovered the important feature—King George VI Sound. The sledge 
journeys and the work of the party are faithfully recorded in Southern 
Lights by J. Rymill and A. Stephenson (1938, Chatto & Windus). During 
and after the war, British survey parties continued to examine and survey 
this area; the sole account of this work to appear so far is David James’s 
That Frozen Land (1950, Falcon Press, 12s.6d.). This gives an interesting 
account of the routine of modern Polar exploration, where scientific 
observation comes before feats of endurance, and of the varied reactions 
of individuals to the uncompromising environment. The other main 
British contribution to Antarctic research has been the voyages of the 
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R.R.S. Discovery II on which the continent has several times been circum- 
navigated. F. D. Ommanney was a scientist on one of these voyages and has 
given a vivid description of life and work at sea and at a whaling factory 
under Antarctic conditions in South Latitude (cheap edition 1948, Longmans, 
$s.). 

Another readable account of the experiences and scientific work of an 
Antarctic expedition, written for the general reader, is given by Arthur 
Scholes in his Fourteen Men (1951, Allen & Unwin, 15s.). This describes 
the Australian Antarctic Expedition to Heard Island, some 2,500 miles 
south-west of Australia. Mr. Scholes relates the struggle to establish a base 
on this storm-swept island and the work of the scientists in a light-hearted 
manner. 

In contrast to these accounts of well-equipped expeditions is the narrative 
of enterprise and endurance in adverse circumstances recorded by 
T. W. Bagshawe in his Two Men in the Antarctic (1939, Cambridge University 
Press). The author and a companion, members of a projected expedition 
which was eventually abandoned, refused to be beaten, wintered in quarters 
composed largely of a disused boat on the west coast of Graham Land in 
1921-22, and succeeded in carrying out a quite extensive series of scientific 
observations. 

Australia, with the exception of the Antarctic, the last continent to be 
discovered, now holds few unexplored areas. The Simpson Desert, a great 
expanse of difficult sand-ridge country north of Lake Eyre was one of the 
last of these until in 1939 C. T. Madigan took a party across it, almost 
in traditional style, with camels. He gave a popular account of this achieve- 
ment in Crossing the Dead Heart (1946, Georgian House (Melbourne): 
London distributors, Phoenix House, 12s.6d.). As a contrast to Madigan’s 
book, we may take Paul McGuire’s Australian Journey (1939, Heinemann; 
reprint in preparation), a commentary on contemporary conditions through- 
out the Commonwealth by an observant and thoughtful traveller, with an 
attractive style and a sense of humour. The neighbouring island of New 
Guinea was opened up extensively during the war. Miss L. E. Cheesman, 
a determined traveller and natural history collector with a sympathetic 
approach to the native peoples, knew it well in quieter times, and describes 
one of her expeditions along the north-east coast in Six Legged Snakes in 
New Guinea (1949, Harrap, 12s.6d.). 

Finally mention may be made of a few books which range widely over 
the continents. Two are in the vein characteristic of their authors. In When 
the Going was Good (cheap edition 1951, Duckworth, 1os.6d.), Evelyn Waugh 
has collected passages from his earlier works describing his varied experiences 
in British Guiana, Ethiopia and elsewhere. Compton Mackenzie recounts 
his travels in Europe, Africa and Asia in All over the Place (1949, Chatto & 
Windus, 18s.). An informative account of the Sahara, the Gobi and the 
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Kalahari, their physical characteristics and the lives of their nomad peoples, 
is given by P. T. Etherton in Across the Great Deserts (1948, Lutterworth 
Press, 12s.6d.). 

These brief comments on modern travel books may fittingly close by 
directing the reader to a notable exposition of the philosophy and rewards 
of travel which H. M. Tomlinson gives in the chapter, “Hints for those 
about to travel’ which is included in his The Face of the Earth (1950, 
Duckworth, 12s.6d.). In common with many of the authors quoted, he 
has found that ‘the best things in travel are all undesigned, and perhaps 
even undeserved’.

The first issue since 1940 of The Reference Catalogue, which is an index of books 
in print or on sale in the British Empire, giving details of author, title, editor, 
translator, year of publication, and other necessary information descriptive of each 
book, including publisher and price. It is an indispensable reference tool for all 
who are in any way connected with books and the book trade, especially as so 
few publishers now issue complete catalogues of their publications, and there are 
so many more publishers than before the recent war. A list of publishers is included 
in the first volume and also a useful directory of directors in book publishing. (015-42)

to make it unnecessary to issue in the future anything beyond small biennial 
supplements to keep the basic list up to date. This survey of research is an essential 
work of reference for further progress in the field of education and the National 
Foundation has rendered valuable service by sponsoring its publication. The list 
is classified according to a modification of the Dewey Decimal system.

Illuminated Manuscripts 


THE RECONSTRUCTED CARMELITE MISSAL. Margaret Rickert. 
Faber, 70s. 28 cm. 151 pages. 60 plates (4 in colour). Diagrams. Bibliography. 
Index. 

An account of the reconstruction of a late fourteenth century manuscript from 

mutilated fragments mounted in scrapbooks. The piecing together of these 

fragments and the research necessary to establish the nature of the manuscript have 
occupied Margaret Rickert for sixteen years, and this is a fascinating record of the 
methods used and of the problems encountered and solved, in addition to being 
an important contribution to liturgical studies and the art of illumination. Much 
of the text is highly technical, but provides the key and commentary to the new 
manuscript, now established to be a missal made for the Carmelite order, probably 
at Whitefriars, London. In sixty plates many of the miniatures and decorative 
initials are reproduced with illustrations from the related manuscripts. This 
sumptuous missal, re-created and interpreted with such loving care, is now in the 
possession of the British Museum, London. (096) 
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PHILOSOPHY 
THE WORLD OF SILENCE. Max Picard. Translated from the German 


by Stanley Godman. Harvill Press, 12s.6d. 19 cm. 231 pages. 
Silence, the author maintains, is not just the blank interval between noises, but the 
creative medium out of which language and all the arts spring and into which they 
relapse. It is a constituent clement in speech. “When two people are conversing, 
a third is always present: Silence is listening’. On opening the book the reader 
may imagine that he is being treated to a series of poetic musings; but, if he 
perseveres, he will find much acute analysis of language, poetry, music, science, 
animal life, and even radio. Max Picard is a Catholic philosopher of great learning, 
who expresses his thought in language which even in translation preserves its 
richness and elegance. Gabriel Marcel writes a stimulating Introduction. (193) 


HISTORY OF RUSSIAN PHILOSOPHY. N. O. Lossky. Allen & 
Unwin, 30s. 22-2 cm. 416 pages. Index. 
A useful introduction, the value of which would be enhanced by more even 
consideration of the various schools of thought. Soloviev, Berdyaev and Frank, 
with whom the author has obvious affinities, are discussed in greater detail than, 
say, Chernyshevsky or Belinsky. The orthodox enumeration of thinkers and the 
development of particular problems is varied with brief but stimulating analyses 
of crucial situations or influences in Russian thought, e.g. the effect of Ernst Mach’s 
scientific positivism on dialectical materialism. The latter is now the only tolerated 
philosophy. M. Lossky shows how the ‘émigrés’ have maintained and extended the 
transcendental aspects of Russian philosophy. (197)

THE PSYCHOLOGY OF RELIGION. L. W. Grensted. Oxford University 
Press, 6s. 17 cm. 189 pages. Bibliography. Index. (Home University Library) 
Dr. Grensted, formerly Professor of the Philosophy of the Christian Religion in 
the University of Oxford, has written a valuable introduction to the study of religion 
in the light of the changes which have taken place in psychological science during 
the present century. He outlines the teaching of the main psychological schools 
and discusses their bearing on individual and corporate religion, and the study of 
religious development. In a final chapter he discusses the precise relation of psycho- 
logical findings to the question of the reality or ‘validity’ of religious experience. 
This book, which is marked by a balanced judgment and a wide acquaintance with 
the literature of psychology and religion deserves a wide circulation. (201-6) 


A COMPANION TO ST. JOHN’S GOSPEL. J. Stephen Hart. 
Melbourne University Press (Melbourne, Australia): Cambridge University Press 
(London), 12s.6d. 22-2 cm. 215 pages. 

The author, on retiring from the Bishopric of Wangaratta, Victoria, devoted his 

remaining years to a study of the fourth gospel. In this book he urges the 

reinstatement of St. John’s Gospel as ‘the most reliable account we possess of the 

Incarnation of the Son of God and His Mission of Redemption’. Bishop Hart 

quotes from his own translation and, avowing it as his aim to enable all people 

of ordinary education to read St. John’s Gospel with interest and profit, he has 

succeeded in writing a commentary which really is companionable. (226-5) 
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REFORMATION WRITINGS OF MARTIN PourHeEN. Vol. I. 
THE BASIS OF THE PROTESTANT REFORMATION. Translated with 
Introduction and Notes by Bertram Lee Woolf, kutterworth, Préss, 278.64. 
22°2 cm. 402 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Index. 
A translation, made exclusively from the definitive Weimar ‘dition, of Ate most 
important of the early writings of Luther apart from the first comméntaries of 
the epistle to the Galatians. It covers the momentous years.1§17-21 apd’is indispens- 
able for an understanding of the foundations of the Reformation. The translation, 
which is generally to be commended, is based upon a close and critical study of the 
texts and reveals due regard for Luther’s native idiom. There are brief introductions 


to the various writings, while the notes accompanying the text shed light on many 
difficult passages. (230) 


THE UNITY OF GOD. A Study in Christian Monotheism. Percy Hartill. 
Mowbray, 16s. 22°8 cm. 202 pages. Index. 


In pleading for a reconsideration of the meaning of divine unity in the light of the 
teaching of the Christian Faith, Archdeacon Hartill argues that the doctrines of 
the Incarnation and the Trinity were defined to safeguard the truth that God is 
One, and if the nature of God has been erroneously conceived as other than a unity, 
the explanation is to be sought in a failure to recognise that the very being of God 
is Love and what we describe as His attributes are facets of His essential nature. 
Unsatisfactory theories of the Atonement, the Church and Christian ethics are traced 
to the modern neglect of the distinctive features of the Christian doctrine of divine 
unity. The writer has made a timely contribution to theological thought and his 
thesis is competently maintained. (231) 


THE PATRISTIC DOCTRINE OF REDEMPTION. A Study of 
the Development of Doctrine during the First Five Centuries. H. E. W. Turner. 
Mowbray, 12s.6d. 22 cm. 123 pages. Index. 

The Professor of Divinity in the University of Durham has helped to fill a gap in 

theological literature by providing an excellent introduction to the doctrine of the 

Atonement in the early centuries. So often works on the Atonement make either 

a passing reference to various theories held in the early centuries or cite a few passages 

from the Fathers without attempting to relate them to their context or historical 

background. This scholarly if brief treatment of the central theme of Christianity 
should appeal to the general reader as well as to the theological student. While 
fully recognising that there is no single formulation of the doctrine of redemption 
in the Patristic period, the author distinguishes the streams of thought which provide 
material for a satisfying synthesis. (234) 


THE IMITATION OF CHRIST. Thomas 4 Kempis. Translated with an 
Introduction by Leo Sherley-Price. Penguin Books, 2s.6d. 18 cm. 224 pages. Paper 
bound. (Penguin Classics) 

Mr. Sherley-Price has succeeded in producing a translation of The Imitation of Christ 

which is at once reliable, lucid and readable. As he himself recognises, it is not 

possible to reproduce the rhythmic Latin style of St. Thomas, but much of its 

simplicity and directness have here been retained. A brief introduction gives a 

summary of the teaching of the Imitation, followed by a biographical sketch and notes 

on the much discussed question of authorship. (242-1) 











THE MISUNDERSTANDING OF THE CHURCH. Emil Brunner. 
Translated from the German by Harold Knight. Lutterworth Press, 10s.6d. 
22°2 cm. 132 pages. Notes. 

The author maintains the thesis that the ‘ecclesia’ of the New Testament is a fellowship 

of persons bound to one another through a common sharing in Christ and the Holy 

Spirit and that the Christian Society in any of its institutional forms is a vessel of the 

Ecclesia as thus understood. While he recognises the value and place of the 

institutions we call churches, he considers that they have often obscured the true 

nature of the Ecclesia particularly when it has suught to identify Christ and the 

Church. Here lies the misunderstanding which has hindered the development 

of a true brotherhood in Christ and distorted the Christian message. Dr. Brunner 

defends his position with much vigour and, while he has much to say that will 

provoke opposition, the book is an able contribution to ecumenical discussion. (260) 


THE CHRISTIAN SOCIETY. Stephen Neill. Nisbet, 17s.6d. 22-2 cm. 
350 pages. Indexes. (Library of Constructive Theology) 
Bishop Neill provides here a study of the rise and development of the Christian 
people in relation to their environment. He is not concerned with the dogmatic 
and theological considerations which have divided Christians from one another, 
but rather with the Christian society as a living organism acting and reacting to its 
surroundings and maintaining beneath conflict and strife an essential continuity 
which is finding expression today in the world-wide movement towards Christian 
Unity. The treatment is marked by clarity of thought and exposition, and sound 
scholarship, while the author’s missionary experience and his varied experiences 
in the service of the World Council of Churches give an added vitality to this 
notable volume. (270)

MEN AND GODS. Rex Warmer. Penguin Books, 2s. 18 cm. 208 pages. 
Paper bound. 


In this book, first published in 1950, Mr. Warner retells, in a simple, vivid style, 
thirty-six stories from ancient Greek mythology, following Ovid’s Metamorphoses 
for most of them. They include many which have become proverbial—Ceres 
and Proserpine, Echo and Narcissus, The Labours of Hercules, Cupid and Psyche, 
and others. A knowledge of these myths is essential to lovers of English poetry, 
which abounds in allusions to them, but in themselves they are, for readers of any 
age, among the most fascinating stories in the world. (292)

Sociology: Rural Communities 
THE PATH BY THE WINDOW. Adrian Bell. Bodley Head, 9s.6d. 19 cm. 
I91 pages. 
Mr. Adrian Bell’s writings on country life since he first took up farming have become 
deservedly popular. This book, which, in effect, is a collection of essays, shows 
him retired from active farm life. Here he concerns himself with village life and 
activities, his ‘jobbing and fudging’ on his acre or two and the ‘characters’ that he 
meets among the country people. He is keenly and affectionately observant of 
nature, and draws a gentle philosophy from the significance of apparently trivial 
things. It is a delightful book revealing the essential qualitics of an essayist. (301°35) 
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WELSH COUNTRY CHARACTERS. D. Parry-Jones. Batsford, 15s. 
22°2 cm. 174 pages. Frontispiece and drawings in text by Lynton Lamb. 
This volume is a memorial to a particular rural culture doomed to decay by the 
mechanisation of agriculture and the resultant asphyxiation of immemorial traditions 
and customs. Born and bred in the heart of that culture, in West Wales, the author 
has been impelled by a sense of obligation towards the forces and personalities 
that moulded his boyhood to depict the everyday life of a farming community 
living in close intimacy with nature and deriving their philosophy of life from 
her laws and operations. He has done so in a series of admirable sketches, illustrative 
of the character of countryside and countryman. The style is delightful, and it 
is imbued with the ineluctable nostalgia of one who cannot reconcile himself com- 
pletely to the disappearance of a way of life that is no more. (301-35) 


Political Science 
THINGS WORTH FIGHTING FOR. Speeches by Joseph Benedict Chifley. 
Selected and arranged by A. W. Stargardt. Melbourne University Press (Melbourne, 
Australia): Cambridge University Press (London), 25s. 22°2 cm. 397 pages. Index. 
Over sixty speeches by the late J. B. Chifley are here grouped under such headings as 
The Labour Approach, National Enterprises, International Co-operation, The Econo- 
mics of Freedom, Freedom from Want. Included are eight speeches made as Leader of 
the Opposition in 1950-51 and his last, delivered in June 1951, and summed up as his 
political testament. Mr. Chifley’s singleness of purpose is apparent throughout. His 
qualities as a leader of the nation when Prime Minister and of Australian labour when 
in opposition are portrayed ina brief foreword by the Rt. Hon. Dr. H. V. Evatt. (320-4) 


DOCUMENTS ON BRITISH FOREIGN POLICY, 1919-1939. Third 
Series: Vol. V. 1939. Edited by E. L. Woodward and Rohan Butler, assisted by 
Anne Orde. H.M. Stationery Office, $28.6d. 25 cm. 906 pages. 

The documents in this volume cover the period from 4 April to 7 June 1939. Chapters 

I and II deal with the visit of the Polish Minister of Foreign Affairs, M. Beck, to 

London, the Italian attack on Albania, and the announcement of the British guarantees 

to Greece and Roumania. Henceforward the two main themes of the volume are 

the increasing German threats to Poland, and the efforts of His Majesty’s Government 
to bring into existence a common front, including Turkey and the U.S.S.R., against 
further German and Italian aggression. (327°42) 


CANADA: NATION AND NEIGHBOUR. Arthur R. M. Lower. Ryerson 
Press (Toronto, Canada), $4.00. 21°5 cm. 209 pages. Index. 


The author is Professor of History at Queen’s University, Kingston, Ontario. 
This is ‘an attempt to come to some understanding of the Canadian attitude toward 
the outside world . . . and as such it necessarily deals excessively in generalities’. The 
study is objective, almost ruthless, turning up much that is unflattering; the author 
has adopted a technique of deliberate shock, calculated no doubt to force Canadians 
to face facts. He does find reason for cautious optimism in such rather negative virtues 
as an habitual ‘low temperature and absence of egotism’. Furthermore, while Canada 
has been strikingly naive in her international attitudes, her experience as a federal 
nation, as a bi-cultural community, and as a small power forced into close relationships 
with two large ones, has instilled a habit of compromise which equips her uniquely 
to draw together the ‘large community of the Atlantic now coming into existence’.

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A DOCUMENTARY HISTORY OF CHINESE COMMUNISM. 
Conrad Brandt, Benjamin Schwartz and John K. Fairbank. Allen & Unwin, 42s. 
24 cm. $§2 pages. Chronology. Reference notes. Bibliographies. Glossary. Index. 

The authors have selected forty key documents published between 1921 and 1950 

which mark stages in the ideological development of the Communist movement in 

China. Most of the documents are official statements of the Party line in the form of 

resolutions, manifestos or speeches. They are interspersed with detailed commentaries 

in which the authors discuss significant points and provide a connected account of 
the major developments in Chinese communist strategy over these years. (329°951)

EGYPT. Economic and Commercial Conditions, October, 1951. A. N. 
Cumberbatch for the Board of Trade: Commercial Relations and Exports Depart- 
ment. H.M. Stationery Office, 4s.6d. 24°4 cm. 150 pages. Map. Paper bound. 
(Overseas Economic Surveys) 

The survey, with relevant statistics, covers the economic and financial situation, 

economic legislation, state finance, foreign trade, industry and production, agriculture, 

transport and communications and social questions. (330°962) 


HOUSING AND FAMILY LIFE. J. M. Mackintosh. Cassell, 16s. 22-2 cm. 
240 pages. Illustrations. Plans. References. Bibliography. Index. 
The Professor of Public Health in the University of London deals with two main 
issues: the relation between the dwelling and the health of the family, and the health 
functions of the home. He describes the general development of housing in Great 
Britain, and discusses the problems of slums and overcrowding and the planning 
required to solve them. In this connection he quotes interesting data to illustrate the 
social effects of rchousing and the reactions of some of the families transferred to new 
estates. The book should be of considerable interest to those engaged in social work 
or preventive medicine. (331-833) 


THE GOVERNMENT OF BRITISH TRADE UNIONS. A Study of 
Apathy and the Democratic Process in the Transport and General Workers Union. 
Joseph Goldstein. Allen & Unwin, 25s. 22°2 cm. 300 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

A revision of a thesis accepted for the degree of Ph.D. of London University. Its 

main purpose is to discover how far the individual member of a union can and does 

participate in its activities and help to formulate its policy; how far trade union 
leaders consult the members; and the extent to which the government of the union 
develops the social skill of the individual and encourages the democratic development 
of socialism. The author, an American, was given free access to the records of the 

Transport and General Workers Union, and his comments deserve careful con- 

sideration. (331°880942) 


THE LAND SYSTEM IN PALESTINE. History and Structure. A. Granott. 
Translated from the Hebrew by M. Simon. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 21s. 22-2 cm. 
359 pages. 3 plans. 42 tables. Index. 

This book covers the agrarian system and position of land tenure in Israel, but 

attention is also given to the Middle East in general and especially to those countries 

adjoining Israel which resemble it in their general social background. The sociological 
position and the more detailed legal aspects are covered. After an historical sketch of 
the agrarian regime under the Moslems, Dr. Granott deals with various subjects such 
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as the distribution of landed property in Israel and Syria; the formation of large 
estates; the landed property of individuals, the state, the Waqf, and medium and 
small land ownerships (including the special problems of Arab village life); changes 
in the distribution of landed properties; Jewish land ownership and tenancy and lease- 
hold; and other problems of the land system in the Middle East. The book went to 
pressin 1948, at the time when the Mandatory Government came to an end. (333°095694) 


THE WOOLS OF BRITAIN. H. Haigh and B. A. Newton. Pitman, 12s.6d. 


22*2 cm. 94 pages. 44 illustrations. Map. Glossary. Index. 


Not only sheep-farmers and wool producers, but all who are concerned with the 
wool trade will find this a useful handbook. It gives details of the various breeds of 
sheep indigenous to the British Isles, the weight of their fleeces, and the types of 
manufacture to which the wools are best suited. After discussing the future outlook 
for British wool production, it describes the means of disposing of the wool before, 
during and since the war. The appendices give statistics of clipped fleece wool, a 
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summary of breeds and a list of the official grades. (338-17) 


WORKS AND BUILDINGS. C. M. Kohan. H.M. Stationery Office and 
Longmans, 32s.6d. 24°7 cm. $56 pages. Indexes. (History of the Second World War: 
United Kingdom Civil Series) 

Continuing the official history of the war, of which several volumes have already 

been published, this volume shows the demands made on the building industry 

from 1936 onwards in connection with rearmament and under the full impact of 
war. It describes the administrative problems connected with the new government 
control under the Ministry of Works and with shortages of man-power and materials, 
and the methods of dealing with them. Finally it reviews the achievements in the 
building of factories, hospitals and houses and of constructions for transport and 
other undertakings. Information on contracts, output and expenditure is given in 
appendices. (338-4) 


COSTS IN ALTERNATIVE LOCATIONS: THE CLOTHING 
INDUSTRY. D. C. Hague and P. K. Newman. Cambridge University Press, 
12s.6d. 24 cm. 81 pages. Tables. Paper bound. (National Institute of Economic 
and Social Research: Occasional Papers, 15) 

The authors, one of them a lecturer in the Department of Political Economy at 

University College, London, and the other a former Research Assistant at that 

College, pursued their enquiries among the London clothing firms having branches 

in a development area, usually South Wales. They: sought to find out whether 

it would have been more, or less, costly for those firms to produce the same output 
by opening branches in London. Their report, illustrated by statistical tables, 
gives their findings on this question; it also brings to light certain other problems 

of organisation encountered by such firms. (338-47) 


THE THEORY OF ECONOMIC POLICY IN ENGLISH CLASSI- 
CAL POLITICAL ECONOMY. Lionel Robbins. Macmillan, 15s. 228 cm. 
229 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

The economists considered here are David Hume, Adam Smith and their followers, 

especially Ricardo, Malthus, Torrens, Senior, McCulloch and the two Mills. The 

volume opens with the Simon Lectures delivered in the University of Manchester 
in 1950; they relate to the system of economic freedom, the economic functions 
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of the state, and the condition of the people. The remaining chapters discuss the 
attitude of the classical economists to socialism, and their more general position 
in the history of social philosophy. Professor Robbins is Professor of Economics 
in the University of London, and author of several important works on economics.

The fifth annual volume giving in permanent form the lectures delivered mainly 
by members of the Faculty of Laws, University College, London. In addition to 
contributions by members of that Faculty, the series begins with Lord Justice 
Denning’s address on the need for a New Equity, the source of which he looks 
for in the new spirit alive in British universities. Other contributions deal with 
The Director as Trustee, by Professor G. W. Keeton; The Law of Abortion, by 
Professor Glanville Williams; Officialdom and Infancy, by Richard O'Sullivan, 
Q.C.; The Protection of British Property Abroad, by Dr. G. Schwarzenberger. (340) 


A MANUAL OF INTERNATIONAL LAW. Georg Schwarzenberger. 

3rd edition. Stevens & Sons, 32s.6d. 22-2 cm. 493 pages. Tables. Glossary. Index. 
A standard guide, useful both for the student and practitioner, the last edition of 
which appeared in 1950. The first part gives a statement of the main elements 
of international law. This is followed by study outlines giving a number of topics 
for discussion and referring to selected literature and cases. Appendices give the 
Charter of the United Nations and the Statute of the International Court of Justice. 
The author is Reader in International Law in the University of London. (341) 


THE CONFLICT OF LAWS. R. H. Graveson. 2nd edition. Sweet & 
Maxwell, 35s. 22-2 cm. 487 pages. Tables. Index. 
This book by the Dean of the Faculty of Laws in the University of London quickly 
became recognised as a clear and authoritative statement of English private inter- 
national law when it first appeared in 1948. The new edition has been brought 
up to date, expanded and largely rewritten.

In this book 
he gives a systematic exposition of this method, derived partly from contributions 
of other economists to specialist journals but containing also much original matter, 
particularly on the geometrical treatment of domestic production, of the balance of 
payments and of import and export duties. The author is Professor of Commerce 
in the University of London and writer of several works on economics.

DRESS IN MEDIAEVAL FRANCE. Joan Evans. Oxford University Press,

This ‘brief résumé’, in Dr. Evans’s own phrase, may be considered as a supplement 
to her Art in Mediaeval France (1948), being a fairly detailed historical account of 
the types of clothing worn by men and women during the reigns of Philip I to 
Louis XII (1060-1515). The function of dress to differentiate between the social 
classes, and the highly stylised character of French costume are well brought out 
in the plates, which reproduce figures from sculpture, illuminated manuscripts 
and a few textiles and ivories. The text is closely packed with information and 
technical terms, useful for reference but somewhat fatiguing for continuous reading, 
suggesting in places the inventory lists on which much of it is based.

In this revision of his Etymological Dictionary, first published in 1921, Professor 

Weekley has aimed at simplification. Only unusual words and the philological 

terms employed are defined; references to remote languages are few; words of 

Old English origin are given Dutch and German cognates, and those of Romance 

origin traced back to Latin. Greek words are transliterated, Greek scientific words 

are few but their clements are dealt with. The users of this outstanding reference 
book will welcome the many unfamiliar words, archaisms and new words, the 
quotations from old dictionaries and the editor’s introductory survey of the 

English vocabulary. (412) 
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EVERYMAN’S THESAURUS OF ENGLISH WORDS AND 
PHRASES. Revised from Peter Roget by D. C. Browning. Dent, 12s.6d. 
19°6 cm. $82 pages. Index. (Everyman’s Reference Library) 

The purpose of this famous reference book, first published a hundred years ago, 

was ‘to find the word or words by which an idea may be most fitly ‘and aptly 
expressed’. Writers and readers have experienced how well the book has fulfilled 

this purpose. To meet modern English usage Mr. Browning has, in this new edition, 
completely overhauled Roget’s frequently revised book. He has kept the original 
classification, added over 10,000 new words and phrases, excised a few words and 
rearranged others, and based the index on a more up-to-date system. Roget's 
book, which is indispensable as a dictionary of synonyms, could not have had 
better treatment. (424)

THE SCIENTIFIC WORK OF RENE DESCARTES (1596-1650). 
J. F. Scott. Taylor & Francis, 20s. 26-3 cm. 218 pages. Frontispiece. Diagrams.

Historians of science will welcome this volume which provides the first critical 

survey in English of the important mathematical and physical work of this great 

French scientist and philosopher. Descartes has been universally acclaimed as 

the founder of modern mathematics for his invention of analytical geometry, and 

some also associate his name with the ‘vortex’ theory of the universe, with which 
he attempted to explain the nature of things. Not so well known, until now, 
have been his contributions to physics, principally in the realm of geometrical 
optics.

A COURSE OF PURE MATHEMATICS. G. H. Hardy. t1oth edition.

The only substantial changes made since the last edition in 1944 are (a) the addition 
of an index, and (b) two new proofs of the Heine-Borel theorem and a new version 
of the ‘implicit function theorem’, due to Professor A. S. Besicovitch. The book 
was first published in 1908, and did much to reform the teaching of mathematical 
analysis in Great Britain. In spite of its age, and the changed conditions which 
the book itself has helped to bring about, it remains a masterly introduction to modern 
pure mathematics. (517)

APPARENT PLACES OF FUNDAMENTAL STARS, 1953. 
Containing the 1,535 Stars in the Third Fundamental Catalogue (FK3) of the 
Berliner Jahrbuch. H.M. Stationery Office, 67s.6d. 27-3 cm. $78 pages. Paper 
bound. 

This volume gives tables of the mean and apparent places for 1953 of the 1,535 

stars in the Dritter Fundamentalkatalog des Berliner Astronomischen Jahrbuchs. It has 

been produced under the auspices of the International Astronomical Union through 
the co-operation of the six principal almanac offices, in Great Britain, France, 

Germany, Spain, the United States and the U.S.S.R. Since the 1952 edition the 

names of two stars have been changed and a new value given for the magnitude 
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of one. The Introduction written in English, French, German, Spanish and Russian 
gives the essential information required for an understanding of the tables. There 
is an index to the apparent places of stars. (528)

Professor Shand’s earlier books have shown his ability to present the subject of 

which he is an acknowledged expert from viewpoints that are unusual. At present, 

in the study of rocks, it is customary for the petrologist to resort to chemistry and 
physics as a secondary move when seeking explanations of the processes of rock 
formation. In contrast to this conventional approach Shand, here, outlines 
petrology in the language of chemistry and secks to convince chemists that the 
fields of research in nature are vaster than those of their laboratorics. Admirably 
written and well illustrated this work should do much to strengthen the present 
tenuous link between chemistry and petrology, but the accounts of controversial 
aspects are confined largely to the author’s personal opinions, to the partial exclusion 
of other equally important theories. (552)

PRIMITIVE MAN AND HIS WORLD PICTURE. Wilhelm Koppers. 
Translated from the German by Edith Raybould. Sheed & Ward, 16s. 20°5 cm. 
272 pages. Index. 

A brief account by Father Koppers, Professor of Anthropology at Vienna University, 

of the methods and views of the Catholic culture-historical school of anthropology. 

This book includes a restatement of two leading themes: first, that primitive man 

was truly monotheistic, being aware of a single personal Creator, and, second, 

that the hypothesis of the evolution of Man from a more primitive culture-less 
animal form is both dubious and inadequate. In general the anthropological data 
are fairly if not fully stated, but most non-Catholic anthropologists would consider 
unacceptable a number of assumptions and inferences underlying these views. ($72) 


STRUCTURE AND FUNCTION IN PRIMITIVE SOCIETY. 
Essays and Addresses. A. R. Radcliffe-Brown. Cohen & West, 21s. 22°2 cm. 
227 pages. 

Professor Radcliffe-Brown has profoundly influenced social anthropology over 

the last forty years, and anthropologists in this country, in the British Commonwealth, 

and in America owe much to his teaching and writings. Most of his published 
work has taken the form of essays contributed to learned societies and journals and 
has, until now, been somewhat difficult of access. Students and colleagues in the 
field of social science will welcome this collection of essays, many of which are 
masterpieces of lucid exposition. Some of the subjects discussed are social structure, 
social function, kinship, totemism, taboo, religion and society, primitive law and 
sanctions. Professor Radcliffe-Brown has also taken the opportunity to redefine 
some of the key concepts which he has introduced and developed during this formative 
period of social anthropology. (572) 


SHONA CUSTOMARY LAW: With Reference to Kinship, Marriage, 
the Family, and the Estate. J. F. Holleman. Oxford University Press, 42s. 22°2 cm.

This study of an important tribe of Southern Rhodesia is the fruit of a survey carried 

out by the Rhodes-Livingstone Institute. It is particularly devoted to the tribal

enables him to illustrate theory with many examples of how it works out in practice.

PEOPLE OF THE DEER. Farley Mowat. Michael Joseph, 15s. 20°8 cm.

This is a remarkable tour-de-force. The ‘people of the deer’ are a small, rapidly 
dwindling group of inland Eskimos dragging out a miserable existence in the 
‘barrens’ west of Hudson Bay. In the past, their life was carefully adjusted to the 
seasonal migration of the caribou, from which they obtained practically all their 
needs. Their story is only too familiar in the history of contacts between ‘western’ 
civilisation and primitive peoples. The author describes with great power how he 
came to know them intimately, his gradual piecing together of their past history, 
and his remedies for their present condition, or at least for that of their fellows. 
He is a natural writer, inspired by a burning sense of indignation and shame; 
his book is at once highly exciting, moving, and thought-provoking. (5729712)

SEE HOW THEY GROW. Botany Through the Cinema. Mary Field, 
J. Valentine Durden and F. Percy Smith. Penguin Books, 3s.6d. 18 cm. 176 pages.

The authors have specialised in producing educational and nature films, and this 

book contains a splendid series of photographs and photomicrographs of plant life. 

Written for non-scientists, it does not shirk the task of presenting technical matters 

in easy, non-technical language. First to be discussed are the structures and life- 

histories of microscopic creatures on the borderline between plants and animals, 
then bacteria, algae, fungi and mosses. Then flowering plants are treated under 
headings of function—growth and physiology of roots, photosynthesis, reproduction, 
dispersal and parasitism. The authors’ familiarity with minute structure and move- 
ment revealed by the cine-camera makes the descriptions particularly vivid. (580) 


RESPIRATION IN PLANTS. Walter Stiles and William Leach. 3rd 
edition, revised. Methuen, tos.6d. 17 cm. 180 pages. 10 diagrams. Bibliography. 
Index. (Methuen’s Monographs on Biological Subjects) 

Dr. Stiles is Professor of Botany in the University of Birmingham and Dr. Leach 

in the University of Manitoba and in 1932 they combined to write this book. It 

is a difficult subject to condense, covering as it does the mass of experimental work 
differentiating the processes of aerobic and anaerobic plant respiration and 
summarising the biochemical mechanisms of the processes. The book succeeds 
in presenting the subject to the student straightforwardly and keeping clear the 
separate threads in a maze of complicated work. This edition brings up to date 
important recent biochemical work, especially on enzyme action. (s81-12)

UNDER THE SEA-WIND. A Naturalist’s Picture of Ocean Life. Rachel 
L. Carson. Staples Press, 12s.6d. 222 cm. 240 pages. Illustrations by C. F. 
Tunnicliffe. Glossary. 

The very successful predecessor of this book, The Sea Around Us, dealt mainly 

with the physical characters of the oceans. Miss Carson now turns her attention 


to the living inhabitants of the sea and shore line, describing the life-history of a 
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mackerel, a shore-bird, the sanderling, and the breeding migration of the eel. Her 
information is cast in the form of narration and the rich details of structure and 
habits of marine creatures are woven around incidents. This convention, combined 
with a colourful but direct style and a full glossary, makes the book didactic in the 
best sense for the layman. (s91-9) 


THE SPIDER’S WEB. Theodore H. Savory. Warne, 12s.6d. 17 cm. 
154 pages. 8 colour plates. 19 photographs. 35 text-figures. Bibliography.

Mr. Savory has already contributed a valuable handbook to this series on the 

identification of spiders and their allies in the British Isles. He here summarises 

in a very readable way all that is now known about the spider’s web—the type: 
of silk it produces, its method of secretion and characteristics, the remarkably stereo- 
typed stages in which such a complex structure as an orb-web is spun, and what 
happens if some of these stages are experimentally interfered with. Most of the 
book is taken up with the orb-web, but at the end the author describes other kinds 
of web and discusses how their distribution affects our ideas about the phylogeny 


of the group. (595°44) 


INSECTS INDOMITABLE. Evelyn Cheesman. Bell, 12s.6d. 19 cm. 
206 pages. 17 line drawings by Arthur Smith. Index. 
The author, who was previously Curator of Insects at the London Zoo, is well 
known for her first-hand observations on insects in many parts of the world. Here 
she has drawn together, under headings such as senses, protection, dispersal, parasites, 
pests, instincts and tropisms, a wealth of observation and experiment both first- 
hand and from the copious literature available. The style is direct, non-technical 
and lively, and will appeal specially to the intelligent layman and amateur. Her 
examples are largely drawn from the Hymenoptera and her main terrain is the 
Pacific, but the treatment is on such a broad scale that it will remind the many 
lepidopterists that other orders of insects exist. (595°7) 


AN ANGLER’S ENTOMOLOGY. J. R. Harris. Collins, 25s. 22-2 cm. 
284 pages. 103 colour photographs by T. O. Ruttledge. 26 black-and-white 
photographs. 10 text-figures. 17 distribution maps. Bibliography. Index.

This book will delight the enthusiastic angler, but it will also appeal to the fresh- 

water biologist, since the author has much to say about the life-histories and 

distribution of the main insects upon which game fish feed. Mayflies take up 
most of the book, but there are sections on caddis, stone-flies and such true flies 
as fish eat. One large section treats the main species in order of their emergence, 
and the factors of habit, sequence and abundance governing the choice of the fish 
are discussed. Another section discusses artificial flies, their history, dressing and 
identification with real species. A key to the identification of mayfly nymphs 
and imagines (duns and spinners) is given. (s95°7)

THE FULMAR. James Fisher. Collins, 35s. 22-2 cm. $12 pages. Frontispiece 
in colour by Peter Scott.

Mr. Fisher’s book contains almost everything that is known about the fulmar, 


2 petrel which has astonished ornithologists by extending its breeding range almost 
round the British coasts since 1880, prior to which it was only found on St. Kilda. 
He first discusses the ranges of the three species, one Antarctic and two Arctic, then 
goes on to document the bird’s spread, to discuss plumage phases, distribution at 

breeding cycle and food. Finally he gives a tentative answer to the recent 
spectacular increase of the species. Some chapters are so crammed with information 
that it would have been easy for them to degencrate into catalogues, but the author’s 
easy style never allows the interest to flag. (598-2) 


BIRD MIGRANTS. Some Aspects and Observations. Eric Simms. 
Cleaver-Hume Press, 158. 22*2 cm. 212 pages. 22 photographs by Eric Hosking. 
14 maps and diagrams. Bibliography. Indexes. 
The author has summarised in this book much recent information that is scattered 
in scientific journals or unpublished about how birds migrate through Britain. 
An extending network of observers and ringers is making the routes and succession 
of migrants much clearer, and several very interesting chapters deal with direct 
observation of migration in progress along the scarps of some of Britain’s major 
hill-systems. Not that Mr. Simms neglects to deal—in clear and non-technical 
language—with the broader phenomena of migration and modern theories about 


how birds navigate. The book is a valuable and straightforward statement of 
present knowledge ' (598-2) 
THE EPIGENETICS OF BIRDS. C. H. Waddington. Cambridge University 
Press, 358. 22°2 cm. 288 pages. 70 text-figures. Bibliography. Index. 
(Cambridge Biological Studies) 
Experimental embryology takes its classical vertebrate matcrial from the amphibia, 
but much interesting work is accumulating on fishes, reptiles and birds despite 
drawbacks due to their more or less heavily yolked eggs. Professor Waddington 
summarises and attempts to harmonise different workers’ results from studying 
the early development of the chick. His account shows an impressive progress 
especially in designating the presumptive areas of the undifferentiated blastoderm, 
in relating the processes of morphogenesis with those of other vertebrates and in 
determining the hierarchy of organising structures from the primitive streak 
onwards. Subsidiary chapters deal with plumage and with the expression of 
certain genes in development. (598-2) 


SEA ELEPHANT. The Life and Death of the Elephant Seal. L. Harrison 
Matthews. MacGibbon & Kee, 15s. 22*2 cm. 190 pages. 29 photographs, and 
drawings in text by the author. Map. 

Dr. Harrison Matthews gives here a second instalment of his adventures as a 

biologist in South Georgia. Wandering Albatross dealt as much with the tough lives 

of sealers and whalers as with the birds of South Georgia. Similarly this book 
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gives us further entertaining coarse fare gathered during a season's sealing around 
icy fjords and coastlines. The biological material concerns several species of seal, 
but concentrates on the commonest, the elephant seal, which is hunted for its blubber. 
The accent is rather on its death than on its life, but it is satisfactory to know that 
wise regulations are observed to conserve the stock. (599°745)

As in every volume of this excellent encyclopedia, in Vol. 10, Pituitary Gland Diseases 
to Retina Diseases, there is a miscellany of authoritative articles of the greatest interest 
on such varied subjects as Pneumoconiosis, Poliomyelitis and Polioencephatitis, 
Psittacosis, Radioactive Isotopes, Rectum Diseases, Rejuvenation. There are 
useful contributions on tropical medicine, an important one on pregnancy, and 
a group of twelve on various aspects of psychiatry, all by specialists with world 
reputations.

The subject 
is elucidated in logical sequence and excellently illustrated, seventy new photo- 
micrographs and drawings being added to the thoroughly revised text. The authors 
restate their aim ‘to fit the developmental history of the embryo into the background 
of the physiological changes in the maternal organism’, to relate the development 
of embryonic function with that of form, also to clarify the concepts of development, 
and to this end they add a chapter on comparative vertebral development. (611-013)

A ninth edition within twenty years testifies to the reliance senior students of 

physiotherapy and their teachers continue to place upon this textbook. Mr. Tidy 

adds some useful new material: for example, a chapter on class work, children’s 
classes and treatment of aged and chronic patients, as well as new sections on 
varicose and other ulcers, spastic paralysis due to injuries of the spinal cord, and 
pre- and post-operative treatment of gastrectomy. The concise note form of the 
text and clearly captioned paragraphs facilitate study. (615-8) 


PROSTATECTOMY. A Method and Its Management. Charles Wells.

Professor Wells describes for the surgeon Wilson Hey’s operation of suprapubic 
prostatectomy with haemostasis and closure of the bladder as performed in the 
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Professorial Unit in the University of Liverpool. In his well-illustrated monograph, 
besides the actual technique, he considers indications for operation and contra- 
indications, post-operative care, fluid balance, renal function and infection. The 
work represents studies undertaken and practice in that University, and a particularly 
interesting feature is an analysis of 205 consecutive admissions with prostatic 
symptoms.

He traces from ancient Greece to the nineteenth century the development of 

pelicans, elevators, screws, keys, forceps and instruments used for the perpendicular 

extraction of teeth, including some interesting facts about those used in Italy and 

Spain in the seventeenth century.

He describes for them the action of the intravenous 
drugs, their advantages, the equipment required and the technique. While he 
writes with enthusiasm, it is always with a sense of the personal responsibility of 
the anaesthetist.

Assuming a basic theoretical knowledge of electrical machines and the necessary 
mechanical experience, this book concentrates on the procedure in the repair shop. 
It is essentially a practical book, by an author who has the ability both to do and 
to write. It is intended for the smaller shop, dealing with domestic and industrial 
machines up to about 50 h.p. Simple and easily made jigs and fixtures are 
described; step by step the work is followed through, and particular attention paid 
to difficulties that may arise. Stress is laid on the testing necessary before completion 
of the repair, and both text and diagrams are commendably clear. The book is 
welcome because most British books on rewinding are fairly old, and there has 
been a change in the type of the machines now in most common use. (621-313)

In radio engineering there is a gap in the literature between the elementary and 
the advanced; the author has tried to fill the gap.

He draws on his 
considerable teaching experience to develop radio theory in a logical manner through 
the various components of a receiver to the oscillator, the carrier wave, modulation, 
and thence to a simple description of the superheterodyne. His flowing style makes 
the subject matter easy to read and to assimilate.

Detailed technical treatment has not been attempted but the aim has 
been rather to give a review of recent progress. The separate chapters devoted 
to turbo-electric and diesel-electric propulsion serve to indicate the growing 
importance and use of electrical transmission.

her own home, many in unusual containers which greatly enhance the effectiveness 
of the display. Alongside are notes on the aspect and environment best suited to 
each and on individual peculiarities and special cultural requirements.

Part II discusses the detection and practical treatment of dry rot, and Part III the 

precautions to be taken in the use of timber in new buildings to prevent outbreaks 

of dry rot. This new edition has been thoroughly revised, particularly in the 

section dealing with the sterilisation of infected walls.

The author, an architect and examiner for the Town Planning Institute, 
looks at the city from the inside as an evolving community rather than from the 
outside as an inhabited pattern of buildings. The many illustrations, which include 
drawings, plans and photographs, are an admirable and by no means conventional 
choice, and great care and forethought have obviously been devoted to the 
preparation of the book. It should appeal both to the student and to the 
discriminating general reader.

John Betjeman, poet and critic, a writer and broadcaster of singular facility and 
original mind, and a member of the Royal Fine Art Commission, has assembled 
here a characteristic collection of his essays and talks on ‘architecture and places’. 
They concern the Provinces, Bournemouth, Cheltenham, Leeds, Aberdeen, the 
Gothic revival, London railway stations and, above all, Victorian architecture. 
There is a delightful account of Nonconformist chapels, embellished with John 
Piper’s drawings, and much else to regale the architecturally-minded on winter 
evenings. Almost all of it is good Betjeman, and good Betjeman is memorable.

There are also 

a bibliographical note, a page of drawings illustrating the evolution of the plan 

of the parish church, a glossary of architectural terms, and a map showing the 

position of the buildings depicted.

Linked geographically, historically and socially, as well as by the shared distinction 

of their splendid cathedrals, these three cities are chiefly associated nowadays in 

the public mind with the musical Festival of the Three Choirs, held annually to 
raise money for charity, and combining the forces of the three cities. Each city 
possesses, however, many features of architectural interest, both secular and 
ecclesiastical, that deserve to attract the attention of intelligent visitors. For them 
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Bryan Little has provided an informative and reliable guide, illustrated with 
photographs, plans of the cathedrals and sketch maps of the streets. (720°942) 


MONASTIC SITES FROM THE AIR. David Knowles and i. ae 
St. Joseph. Cambridge University Press, 55s. 28-5 cm. 311 pages. 138 photographs. 
Plans. Map. Index. (Cambridge Air Surveys) 

This first of a series of volumes contains air photographs illustrating the plans and 

surroundings of religious houses in Britain, many taken specially for this publication 

by Dr. St. Joseph, Curator in Aerial Photography in the University of Cambridge. 

David Knowles, Professor of Medieval History in the University, has supplied the 

text in the form of a general introduction and a full description of each of the sites 

photographed. Air photography reveals the ground plans of monasteries almost 
as precisely as measured drawings, and far more vividly. The book admirably 

indexed and documented, will be a revelation to scholar and layman alike. (726-7)

POTTERY MAKING. Denise K. Wren and Rosemary D. Wren. Pitman, 
16s. 22*2 cm. 140 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Tables. Glossary. Bibliography. 
Index. 

A technical manual describing the making of pots and the building and firing of 

small kilns. The book is based on the author’s Handcraft Pottery (1928), which 

it now replaces, and summarises the technique and information provided at the 

Oxshott School of Pottery. Detailed instructions on modelling, throwing, glazes 

and decoration are given in this useful little book. (738-3) 


THE WORK OF THE MODERN POTTER IN ENGLAND. 
George Wingfield Digby. Murray, 16s. 22-2 cm. 111 pages. 64 plates. Glossary. 
Bibliography. Index. 

A survey of the ‘studio pottery’ movement, the term being used to include all 

handmade pottery created by individual potters in their own workshops. The author 

shows how the English modern pottery movement belongs to the wider context 
of Europe’s rediscovery of the art of the East, and stresses its importance in providing 
an outlet for creative impulses denied in much of the technical organisation of modern 
life. He covers the whole field—aesthetics, technique, collecting—but perhaps 
the most useful parts of this sincerely written book are those describing individual 
potters and their work. Bernard Leach (who established the modern pottery 
movement at St. Ives, Cornwall) and Staite Murray are fully treated. (738-30942)

ALFRED JOSEPH CASSON. Paul Duval. Ryerson Press (Toronto, 
Canada), $4.00. 22 cm. 64 pages. 37 illustrations (4 coloured). 

A. J. Casson, President of the Royal Canadian Academy, was, at the beginning 
of his career, a member of the radical Canadian Group of Seven. Over the years 
he has become one of Canada’s outstanding creative figures and his influence has 
been widely felt in both ‘pure’ and commercial art. A landscapist, Casson chooses 
as his subjects the southern Canadian village and countryside and the wild north 
country. Paul Duval, artist and critic, presents an appreciative and detailed account 
of his development, and the illustrations amply reveal the artist’s progress and 
range. The book is well produced and contains a catalogue of important pictures 
exhibited. (759°11) 
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PICTORIAL ART IN SOUTH AFRICA DURING THREE 
CENTURIES TO 1875. A. Gordon-Brown. C. J. Sawyer, 42s. 25°2 cm. 
180 pages. $9 illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 

An important reference book, the result of fifteen years’ research in a new field, 

based on an alphabetical list of over 400 European artists who made pictures of 

South African interest up to 1875. Paintings, prints, book illustration, etc. are 

included but not native bushman art, the interest mainly centring around the Cape 

Town Settlement. The fifty-nine half-tone plates, excellently printed on good 

paper, reproduce paintings of considerable historical and topographical interest. 

The appendices include lists of South African printers, engravers, lithographers, 

and notes on the plates. (759°968) 


WATERCOLOURS AND DRAWINGS. Hans Heysen. Text by Sir 
Lionel Lindsay and James S$. MacDonald. Legend Press (Sydney, Australia), 105s. 
30°8 cm. $5 pages. 27 plates in colour and monochrome. (Australian Artist Editions) 

In the fifty years that have elapsed since he returned to South Australia after studying 

in Paris under Jean-Paul Laurens, Benjamin Constant and Bonnat, Hans Heysen 

has proved himself a notable artist. He has won the Wynne Art Prize, for 
example, nine times. This collection of watercolours and drawings demonstrates 
his draughtsmanship as well as his skilful use of colour. Heysen’s place in 
contemporary art is made clear in the text. Characteristic work, some in colour, 
some in pencil and much in charcoal with wash, is most attractively presented in 
an elegant volume. (759°994)

DECORATIVE PRINTED MAPS OF THE 15TH TO 18TH 
CENTURIES. R. A. Skelton. A revised edition of Old Decorative Maps and 
Charts by A. L. Humphreys. Staples Press, 73.6d. 31°7 cm. 88 pages of text. 
84 plates (12 in colour). Bibliographies. Index. 





This is described as a revised edition of a work issued in 1926, but for all practical 
purposes it is a new publication. Mr. Skelton has in mind the collector of early 
maps who values them primarily for their aesthetic qualities and as specimens of 
contemporary engraving. He describes lucidly the various processes of engraving, 
the successive styles of lettering and decoration, the channels of distribution, and 
methods of revision. This general introduction is followed by concise sections, 
related to the maps reproduced, and dealing with the principal engravers and their 
output. The book is also of value to students of the history of geographical ideas, 
for the processes described influenced their dissemination. The extensive and well- 
arranged bibliographies are a great asset. All in all, this is the most notable con- 
tribution to the subject in recent years. (769) 


Photography 

PHYSICAL ASPECTS OF AIR PHOTOGRAPHY. G. C. Brock. 
Longmans, 56s. 25*4 cm. 275 pages. 32 plates. 87 diagrams. 12 tables. Bibliography. 
Index. 

This book, by a leading official of the Royal Aircraft Establishment, Farnborough, 

deals solely with the purely photographic problems involved in the production of 

maximum detail in the print. Chapters dealing with elementary optics, the properties 

and processing of negative and positive emulsions, all bear on this main theme while 

those dealing with image movement, vibration and atmospheric haze are quite 

special to air photography. Colour photography is discussed, as is also infra-red, 
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and excellent plates show clearly the many advantages of infra-red, while exploding 
many popular ideas about it. The book is a symposium of the literature on the subject 
from all sources, with a very complete bibliography and full accounts of the author’s 
own work. There is much to interest the technically minded general reader in the 
chapters on processing. (778°3) 


Music 
MUSIC BOOK. Vol. VII of Hinrichsen’s Musical Year Book. Hinrichsen Edition, 
25s. 19 cm. 708 pages. 88 illustrations. Diagrams. Tables. Musical examples. Indexes. 
The scope of the Year Book has been consider bly enlarged and the erudition 
contained within its covers is remarkable. In the Bach Section there are articles 
dealing with many aspects of the life and work of J. S. Bach; some opinions on Bach 
are reviewed, and there is a classified list of all the Church Cantatas. In the section 
Musical Progress there are articles on a wide range of subjects which include, Some 
Aspects of Musical Education in the U.S.A., by J. Lowery; New Methods in Teaching 
Counterpoint, by Ernst Krenek; Schoenberg and the Future, by Humphrey Searle; 
The Emancipation of the Dissonance, by Donald Mitchell. Other articles of great 
interest are “The Waits’, by Lyndesay G. Langwill, The British Windband, Polish 
Instruments, Prehistoric Musical Instruments of North America, Ancient Egyptian 
Trumpets, African Folk Song and ‘Anno Verdiano’. This admirable volume should 
be in the library of every student of music. (780°5) 


A CENTURY OF MUSIC. John Culshaw. Dobson, 15s. 22-2 cm. 231 pages. 
Bibliography. 
A sensible and objective survey of the broad lines of development in music from 
about 1850 to the present day. ‘he book is divided into five sections and twenty-eight 
short chapters, many of which are most stimulating and interesting in themselves, 
but lack a connecting thread, and are rather illogically arranged. The author, who 
seasons a pleasant, workmanlike style with some good obiter dicta, has shown keen 
judgment in selecting for discussion those compositions which the eye of history now 
sees to have been real turning points in the history of music. One can confidently 
recommend this book to any music lover who seeks an accurate guide to a difficult 
century but appreciates unbiased and stimulating judgments. The lack of an index 
is unfortunate. (780-9) 


THE CONCERTO. Edited by Ralph Hill. Penguin Books, 3s.6d. 18 cm. 
448 pages. Musical examples. Paper bound. (Pelican Books) 
This book consists of analyses, each 600-700 words, with introduction, of concertos 
for pianoforte, violin or violoncello, by composers ranging from Bach to Walton. 
The twenty-nine well-planned chapters are by twenty-one different authors, most 
of whom write with lively, but not uncritical enthusiasm. The book is not, of course, 
intended to be read straight through or in large sections, but should rather be used 
for preliminary study, in conjunction with a score, as an aid to the better appreciation 
of performance. It is regrettable that many fine concertos for wind and brass had to 
be excluded, presumably for reasons of space. But even so, this book gives remarkable 
value for money and is the best single-volume work of its kind hitherto published.

CHURCH ORGAN ACCOMPANIMENT. Marmaduke P. Conway. 
Canterbury Press, 9s.6d. 19 cm. 152 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Musical examples. 
Dr. Conway (who was organist of Ely Cathedral 1931-49) has provided a very useful 
little book which should spur the imagination of all organists interested in the art of 
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accompanying the church service. He gives a brief account of the early forms of 
musical service, and much helpful advice on the treatment of plainsong, hymns and 
especially of the Psalms—each of which he considers in detail. The organ is often 
used as a substitute for the orchestra in the performance of oratorio and choral works 
and two chapters are devoted to practical suggestions for accompanying Handel’s 
Messiah and Mendelssohn’s Elijah. (786-7) 


MUSICAL BOXES. A History and an Appreciation. John E. T. Clark. 
2nd edition, revised and enlarged. Fountain Press, 42s. 222 cm. 236 pages. 20 plates. 
Index. 

So greatly expanded is this book from the first edition of 1948 that it almost amounts 

to a new work, which will be welcomed by private collectors and museums. From 

a fresh wealth of technical and historical data emerges a remarkably complete picture 

of one of the most fascinating of all mechanical instruments which, in many guises, 

played an important part in the popularisation of classical music between roughly 

1760 and 1820. Mr. Clark’s researches have provided what is by far the best technical 

background in English or any other language. It should become a standard work. 

The illustrations are well produced and most helpful. (789°8) 


The Theatre 


PLAYS AND PLAYERS. Essays on the Theatre. Bernard Shaw. Selected with 
an Introduction by A. C. Ward. Oxford University Press, $s. 15°8 cm. 366 pages. 
Index. (World’s Classics) 

An admirable selection from Shaw’s theatre notices written for the Saturday Review 

in the 1890s. It includes his essay on Duse and Bernhardt, and criticisms of per- 

formances of Shakespeare, Ibsen and many of his own contemporaries. For the most 
part they show him as the first-night critic passing immediate judgment rather than 

as the scholar writing for all time. But they also reveal Shaw’s brilliant gifts as a 

judge of acting, and as models of dramatic journalism they are unsurpassed in the 

present century. (792-01) 


VERDICT AT MIDNIGHT. Sixty Years of Dramatic Criticism. Harold 


Hobson. Longmans, 16s. 22*2 cm. 208 pages. Index. 


Harold Hobson, dramatic critic of The Sunday Times, has drawn comparisons between 
contemporary criticisms and the views of posterity on plays famous and otherwise, 
dating from the 1880s to the present time. Copious quotations are given from 
newspaper files as thirty-seven productions, outstanding in their time, pass under 
review. The author attempts to assess the value of immediate unconsidered opinion, 
written ‘in the excitement . . . of the actual impact of performance’, and in a final 
chapter himself pronounces judgment on the judges. The book, however, is less 
valuable for the conclusions reached than for the interesting material collected and 
reprinted from the past. (792-0942) 


Ballet 

BERYL GREY. Gordon Anthony. Phoenix House, 12s.6d. 25°4 cm. 95 pages. 
44 photographs (4 in colour). 

This collection of Anthony’s characteristic posed studies shows Miss Grey in most 

of the roles of importance she has danced between her graduation from Sadler's 

Wells ballet school to the company in 1942 and her remarkable and successful 

creation in 1951 of “Death’ in Massine’s ballet Donald of the Burthens. An interesting 
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commentary on his pictures by the photographer and a brief but useful critical 
introduction by Arnold Haskell, Director of Sadler’s Wells school, convert what 
might have been no more than a picture book of rather uneven quality into an 
illuminating study of a dancer’s development. (792°8) 


Dancing 
ANTONIO. Impressions of the Spanish Dancer. Cyril Beaumont. Black, 8s.6d. 
24"5 cm. 40 pages. 20 photographs. 
Mr. Beaumont, whose Essays on Dancing and Dancers set a classic pattern for the study 
of an individual artist, here varies it with brilliant success, creating, by the juxtaposition 
of fine photographs and careful descriptions, a remarkably vivid impression of a 
performance of some dozen dances (classical, regional and Flamenco) given in 
Antonio’s London season with his partner Rosario in 1951. With the essential 
minimum of biographical narrative, no technical analysis, much unashamedly plain 
statement and an occasional fine passage of close description, rhythmic and flashing, 
the essence of this brilliant and varied stylist is as nearly captured as the media permit.

Sports and Games 
THE BOOK OF CRICKET. Denzil Batchelor. Collins, 42s. 28-5 cm. 
224 pages. 306 photographs. Index. 
Some fifty years ago C. B. Fry produced an illustrated book of cricket depicting, by 
action pictures, the chief players of the game in those days. This modern equivalent 
of that book presents a gallery of about 200 great cricketers from W. G. Grace to the 
present day, with the author contributing a short essay on each player. Australians, 
South Africans, New Zealanders, West Indians and Indians, as well as Englishmen, 
are included in the gallery and it would be difficult to criticise the selection on the 
grounds of the omission of any famous player who has lent distinction to the cricket 
ground during the last seventy years. (796°3) 


SET POINTS. My Tennis Story. Dinny Pails. Currawong Publishing Co. (Sydney, 
Australia), 25s. 24°7 cm. 125 pages. lilustrations. 39 plates. 
The author, a former Australian champion and Davis cup player and later a member 
of a successful American professional troupe, here writes of his experiences and 
observations in the world of tennis. His reminiscences are personal, frank and interest- 
ing. Beginners and students of tennis will find Pail’s coaching hints valuable, the 
many photographs which show the making of the main shots further enhancing the 
usefulness of the book. (796°34) 


PAR GOLF. Eric Cremin. Angus & Robertson (Sydney, Australia, and London), 
30s. 26 cm. 127 pages. Frontispiece. Illustrations. Diagram. 
Winner of many titles including the Australian open and professional championships, 
and still a force in Australian golf, the author is well qualified as a teacher of the 
game. In this book brief commentaries on the grip, the stance, the various shots, 
putting, and a special chapter for left-handed players (Cremin himself sometimes 
plays left-handed) are followed by series of excellent photographs, most of them 
cine-sequences. A valuable introduction to golf. (796-35) 


THE CALL OF THE MOUNTAINS. Colin Wyatt. Thames & Hudson, 
358. 31 cm. 96 pages. 75 photographs. 

Colin Wyatt, who has ski’d and climbed in five continents, has reproduced in this 

book many fine photographs taken on his various expeditions. A number of these 
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depict little-known ranges such as the Atlas Mountains and the Albanian Alps, where 
mountaineers (particularly on skis) are almost unknown. The standard of photography 
is high, attaining that reached in recent years by such first-class mountain photo- 
graphers as C. Douglas Milner, André Roch, and the late Frank Smythe. Of particular 
merit are the photographs of Adrar n’ Tichki (High Atlas), Mt. Annan and Mt. 
Wilszck (New Zealand, South Island) and the Biancograt (Swiss Alps). To accompany 
the pictures Mr. Wyatt has written a brief description of his journeys. (796-52)

ENGLISH LITERARY CRITICISM: THE MEDIEVAL PHASE. 
J. W. H. Atkins. Reissue. Methuen, 15s. 22-2 cm. 222 pages. References. Index. 
A welcome reissue of one volume of Professor Atkins’s extensive survey of literary 
criticism, ranging from Ancient Greece to eighteenth century England. It comes 
midway in the series, and shows with clarity and sound scholarship how ideas about 
literature were gradually reformulated in the Dark Ages by scholars like Bede and 
Alcuin, and further d leveloped by the humanists and the poets till the way lay open 
for the rich discoveries of the Renaissance. It is an illuminating guide to the obscure 
beginnings of English critical writing. (808) 


American Literature 
WALDEN. Henry David Thoreau. Introduction by Basil Willey. Eyre & 
Spottiswoode, 21s. 21°5 cm. 354 pages. Illustrations and endpaper sketch map by 
Henry Bugbee Kane. 
Henry David Thoreau (1817-62) was of Wordsworth’s opinion that ‘getting and 
spending we lay waste our powers; nothing we see of Nature that is ours’. He 
therefore mz ide an experiment in the simple life by building a hut by Walden Pond, 
near Concord, and leading a solitary life there from 1845 to 1847. In 1854 he published 
an account of this life in Walden, which has become an American classic. This well- 
produced edition, with Professor Willey’s able introduction, is a welcome reminder 
of an old theme which, in Thoreau’s direct style and enthusiasm, has preserved its 
freshness. (818-3) 


English Literature 
LONDONER’S POST. Letters to Gog and Magog. Frank Swinnerton. 
Hutchinson, tos.6d. 22-2 cm. 176 pages. 

‘Letters to Gog and Magog’, familiar talks on literary matters written over the 
pen-name of ‘John o’ London’, have been a regular feature of John o’ London's 
Weekly since it was founded. Frank Swinnerton has been ‘John o’ London’ for three 
years, and the present book is a selection of twenty-six of the letters he has con- 
tributed in that time. In them he discusses the work of classic or of half-forgotten 
authors, letter writing, the familiar essay and literary criticism. He suggests the open- 
minded approach to a book or an author, never dogmatises, but leads his readers to 
find delight in reading. His wide literary knowledge and tolerance make him an 
ideal guide. (820°4) 


ESSAYS AND STUDIES, 1952. Collected for the English Association by 
Arundell Esdaile. Murray, 10s.6d. 22-2 cm. 95 pages. 


Two of the essays have an important bearing on the development and history of the 
English language. These are Mr. Sykes Davies's appreciation of Sir John Cheke, the 
great Tudor scholar and teacher, and his influence on the translators of the Bible, and 
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Miss Beatrice White's estimate of the work of Furnivall, the pioneer of the New 
English Dictionary and moving spirit of the Early English Text Society and the 
Chaucer Society. The remaining essays, though individually interesting, share no 
common theme, the most distinguished being Professor Dobrée’s interpretation of 


The Tempest as a play distinct from the other late Shakespearian romances. (820°5) 


English Poetry 
AUGUSTAN SATIRE. Intention and Idiom in English Poetry 1666-1750. Ian 
Jack. Oxford University Press, 18s. 22°8 cm. 174 pages. Index. 

The distaste of the nineteenth century for Augustan poetry was founded partly on 
the idea that it was monotonous and lacked richness of inspiration, and even the 
modern reaction in its favour has not quite dispelled this notion. Mr. Jack examines 
the extremely diverse poetical modes to be found in Butler’s Hudibras, Dryden's 
Absalom and Achitophel, Pope’s The Rape of the Lock and The Dunciad, and Johnson's 
The Vanity of Human Wishes. He distinguishes their satirical intentions, especially the 
Horatian and Juvenalian styles, and he argues convincingly that the criticism of 
artificiality so often levelled at their diction really applies only to the minor descriptive 
and nature poetry of the age. The best Augustan poets had, as Swift’s verses 
demonstrate, an impressive command of everyday language when they chose to use 
it. These brief essays are cogently written and break important new ground in the 
modern appreciation of the period. (821-07) 


POETS OF THE ENGLISH LANGUAGE. Edited with introductions by 
W. H. Auden and Norman Holmes Pearson. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 5 vols., sold 
separately, 15s. cach. 18-4 cm. I. Langland to Spenser (with Note on Middle 
English selections, emendations and footnote glosses by E. Talbot Donaldson), 
667 pages. II. Marlowe to Marvell, 604 pages. III. Milton to Goldsmith, 668 pages. 
IV. Blake to Poe, 575 pages. V. Tennyson to Yeats, 672 pages. Chronological 
tables. Indexes. 

Mr. Auden’s status as a poet commands attention for this anthology, but it is not a 

highly individual one. Intended as ‘a presentation of our tradition’, it does not offer 

remarkable new revaluations; it performs the very valuable service of recording 
the revaluations which have been fairly generally agreed during the past thirty years, 
and of presenting in one conspectus a remarkably comprehensive array of poems, 
short and long, from Piers Plowman to Hopkins, E. A. Robinson, and early Yeats. 

['wo features make it more fully representative than most anthologies. Numerous 

American poets are included; not only Poe, Longfellow, Whitman, Melville, Emily 

Dickinson and others well known appear in their chronological places, but also, for 

example, Anne Bradstreet, Philip Freneau and Jones Very. In addition many long 

extracts and long complete works are given, including the whole of The Pardoner’s 

Tale, The Nun’s Priest's Tale, Everyman, Antony and Cleopatra, Samson Agonistes, 

The Rape of the Lock, The Triumph of Life, FitzGerald’s Rubdaiyat (not, unhappily, in 

his first version) and The Hunting of the Snark. The critical introductions are fresh and 

stimulating. These five volumes seem very likely to establish themselves as a standard 

anthology for enjoyment, study and reference. (821-08) 


AUSTRALIAN POETRY, 1951-2. Selected by Kenneth Mackenzie. Angus 
& Robertson (Sydney, Australia, and London), 10s.6d. 18-4 cm. 78 pages. 

Now making its tenth appearance, this anthology will assure readers that some 

Australian poets can rise above skilled craftsmanship to genuine artistry. The compiler, 

himself a poet and novelist, has successfully blended a variety of material contributed 
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by thirty-two authors, a few of whom appear for the first time. Full representation 
of authors has not been possible in a small volume, and contributions, whether 
extracts or complete poems, have had to be brief, but this collection of lyrics, 
historical pieces and meditative and descriptive poems, with some lighter relief, 
should please. (821-08A) 


SUN ORCHIDS and Other Poems. Douglas Stewart. Angus & Robertson 
(Sydney, Australia, and London), 25s. 26 cm. 71 pages. Pen drawings by Norman 
Lindsay. 

A New Zealander by birth, Douglas Stewart has long been looked upon as one of 

the foremost of Australian poets. In this volume of poems, mostly previously 

published in the Sydney Bulletin, he contemplates the small things of nature, with 
acuteness of observation equalling sensitivity of expression. Also included are two 
longer poems: “Terra Australis’, in which de Quiros sailing westward in search of 
the Great South Land meets William Lane sailing east to found New Australia in 

Paraguay; and “Worsley Enchanted’ which tells, in something of the atmosphere 

of the ‘Ancient Mariner’, of Shackleton’s 1914 Antarctic expedition. (821-9A)

THE BURLESQUE TRADITION IN THE ENGLISH THEATRE 
AFTER 1660. V. C. Clinton-Baddeley. Methuen, 18s. 22-2 cm. 168 pages. 
Coloured frontispiece. 12 illustrations. Bibliography. Indexes. 
The author states that ‘this is not a history of theatrical events, but a review of critical 
laughter, an attempt to trace the pedigree of dramatic burlesque, to mark family 
features and record favourite traditions’. First, he defines burlesque, as distinct from 
satire and parody, and traces its history in the theatre from ancient times. He then 
discusses the work of some sixteen writers of burlesque, from D’Avenant and 
Buckingham in the seventeenth century to Shaw, Stephen Leacock and Max 
Beerbohm in the present. In a brief summary, he assembles the chief ingredients of 
English theatrical burlesque, linking the authors’ names with the jokes they created.

THE SUPERNATURAL IN FICTION. Peter Penzoldt. Nevill, 21s. 

22*2 cm. 283 pages. Bibliography. 

Dr. Penzoldt’s thoughtful, erudite study deals almost exclusively with English short 
stories of the supernatural, apart from some references to American authors, and makes 
moderate use of his knowledge of psychoanalysis. After discussing problems of 
structure and the main motifs—ghost, vampire, werewolf, witchcraft, etc.—the 
author considers in detail the work of Le Fanu, Dickens, Stevenson, Kipling, M. R. 
James, Walter de la Mare, Algernon Blackwood and others. Despite its lamentable 
lack of an index, this is a useful reference-guide to the literature of the subject. (823) 


THE BURIED LIFE. A Study of the Relation between Thackeray’s Fiction 
and His Personal History. Gordon N. Ray. Oxford University Press for the Royal 
Society of Literature, 12s.6d. 21-5 cm. 154 pages. References. Index. 

The essence of the book is the identification of originals from real life with important 

characters in Thackeray’s great novels. The value of the identification is in the 

interpretation of the novelist’s state of mind when he used these prototypes. The 
story of Thackeray’s early life is told in dealing with two earlier works. A final 
chapter analyses Thackeray’s use of sentiment. Of particular interest is a new identifica- 
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tion of the original of Major Pendennis, an amusing and sympathetic description of 
the original of Joe Sedley, a long study of the original of Colonel Newcome, and 
a perceptive analysis of Thackeray’s relationships with the Brookfields when he was 
writing Esmond. The book is of interest to all students of the English novel and 
essential reading for Thackeray students. (823-8)

HOLDERLIN. L. S. Salzberger. Bowes & Bowes (Cambridge), 6s. 18 cm. 64 pages. 
Bibliography. (Studies in Modern European Literature and Thought) 


HOLDERLIN. His Poems [with German text] translated by Michael Hamburger 
with a critical study. Harvill Press, 18s. 22 cm. 286 pages. Portrait frontispiece. 
It is improbable that J. C. F. Hélderlin (1770-1843), one of the most difficult of 
German poets in thought and style, will ever attract a wide public outside Germany, 
but during the past two decades or so the interest of a number of poets and scholars 
in Britain has drawn attention to the rare quality of a poet whose mind became 
clouded when he was little more than thirty, and whose fate it was to linger for 
another forty years without hope of recovery. Miss Salzberger considers the spiritual 
dilemma with which Hélderlin grappled to be akin to that with which poets of our 
own day are concerned, and she skilfully presents the world of metaphor and 
symbolism in which he lived, though without quite establishing his position as one 
of the major poets of Germany. It is to be hoped that in a second edition a number of 
disturbing misprints will be corrected. Mr. Hamburger, who has devoted much 
thought to the problems of verse translation, has revised and enlarged his versions of 
Hélderlin’s poetry which first appeared in 1943. The long critical study with which 
they are prefaced usefully supplements the work of Miss Salzberger, both in critical 
interpretation and in allowing more scope for biographical detail. (831)

THIEVES’ CARNIVAL. A Play in Four Acts. Jean Anouilh. Translated from 
the French by Lucienne Hill. Methuen, 7s.6d. 19 cm. 77 pages. 

Bal des Voleurs, a comédie-ballet, is one of Anouilh’s earliest works. It is an effervescent 
absurdity with not a breath of real life in it from start to finish. The characters are 
three enthusiastic but not very efficient thieves who (in a bewildering series of 
disguises) pursue their calling in a French watering-place (period the 1880s); a father 
and son also up to no good; and their victims—a party of rich English aristocrats, 
who are not quite so gullible as they seem. An amusing bit of nonsense with many 
an unexpected twist, all most adroitly handled. (842-9)

SELECTIONS FROM THE NOTEBOOKS OF LEONARDO DA 
VINCI. Edited with commentaries by Irma A. Richter. Oxford University Press, 
$8. 1§*5 cm. 432 pages. Drawings in the text. Index. (World’s Classics) 
This neat volume will appeal to those looking for a pocket edition of the famous 
Notebooks. The text is taken from the monumental edition of Leonardo’s Literary 
Works (1938), by Jean P. Richter, father of the editor of the present selections. 
Leonardo’s Notebooks contain observations on most varied subjects, which are here 
classified into seven groups—Science, The Universe, Flight, The Arts, Tales and 
Allegories, Reflections on Life, Biography. There are also numerous reproductions 
of drawings. The editor has done her work well and produced an excellent book for 
private reading and general reference. (858-2) 
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Latin Literature 
THE AENEID OF VIRGIL. Translated by C. Day Lewis. Hogarth Press, 21s. 
22°2 cm. 288 pages. 

The Professor of Poetry in the University of Oxford has undertaken a task in which 
Virgil himself would have taken a sympathetic professional interest—the production 
of a poem for public recital. The translation, in a flexible six-stress metre, has the 
speed and momentum essential for a long narrative poem. It is rich in striking phrases 
which often catch the authentic Virgilian pathos. Mr. Lewis himself has gone to the 
heart of his difficulties—‘we have no artificial “literary” manner which could suggest 
the style of Virgil’. Perhaps an historical study of the growth of the Latin literary 
languages might have given him pause before committing the ‘impropriety’ of 
obtruding colloquialisms into passages of sustained grandeur. The ancient practice 
was the opposite—to use a more liberal dosage of ‘glosses’ (rare and out-of-the- 
way words). The debate will doubtless continue, but no lover of Virgil should miss 
reading this translation. (873) 


MEDIAEVAL LATIN LYRICS. Translated by Helen Waddell. Penguin 
Books, 3s. 18 cm. 352 pages. Indexes. Paper bound. (Penguin Classics) 

Miss Waddell’s exquisite translations of Mediaeval Latin Lyrics have been before the 

public since 1929 and the many whom they have delighted will welcome their 

reissue in this Penguin series. The reader, like the translator, will ‘walk with good 

companions’. His wanderings will be aided by the biographical notes on each of the 

authors represented. (879-1) 


Greek Literature 

THE AGAMEMNON OF AESCHYLUS. The Greek Text [to be] per- 
formed at Cambridge by Members of the University, February 1953. With a Verse 
Translation by Sir John Sheppard and an Introduction by D. W. Lucas. Bowes & 
Bowes (Cambridge), 6s. 18-4 cm. 126 pages. Paper bound. 

This book contains Headlam’s Greek text facing a translation by the Provost of 

King’s College, Cambridge, who renders yet another of his many services to the 

Greekless reader. The translation is graceful and easy and makes lucid many of 

Aeschylus’s dark places. Perhaps its very clarity is its weakness, but modern English 

cannot render the condensed and obscure allusiveness of the Aeschylean lyric. 

Mr. D. W. Lucas’s brief introduction suggests the right approach to a work of archaic 

technique and ‘ideology’. (882)

HUMAN GEOGRAPHY. Jean Brunhes. Abridged edition by M. Jean-Brunhes 
Delamarre and Pierre Deffontaines. Translated from the French by Ernest F. Row. 
Harrap, 25s. 25*4 cm. 256 pages. 117 illustrations. 40 maps and diagrams. Tables. 
Bibliography. Indexes. 
Jean Brunhes’ Géographie Humaine, first published in 1910, was a notable contribution 
to modern geography in France. This translation has been made from the edition of 
1947, which had been abridged in general, but contained also supplementary 
material. Brunhes insists throughout that the primary task of the human geographer 
is to study and analyse observed facts, arising from man’s occupation of the carth’s 
surface, without preconceived ideas. However much their values vary from time to 
time, they remain ‘the explanatory substructure’ of human geography. This outlook, 
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supported by the detailed examples contained in this work, must continue to stimulate 
geographical studies, though the exact weight to be attached to ‘man’s free decisions 
and unconsidered actions’ is still debated. (910) 


THE TRAVELS OF IBN JUBAYR. Being the chronicle of a mediaeval 
Spanish Moor concerning his journey to the Egypt of Saladin, the holy cities of 
Arabia, Baghdad the City of the Caliphs, the Latin Kingdom of Jerusalem, and 
the Norman Kingdom of Sicily. Translated from the original Arabic by R. J. C. 
Broadhurst, with an Introduction and Notes. Cape, 42s. 24 cm. 430 pages. 2 maps. 
Glossary. Indexes. 

In 1183 Ibn Jubayr set out from Granada to make the pilgrimage to Mecca, and to 

visit the countries and cities of the Near East, at a time when the Crusades were still 

raging. He wrote a fascinating journal of his travels, which has not previously been 
translated into English. It has found an ideal interpreter in Brigadier Broadhurst, 
whose translation reads very fluently and agreeably. The translation was no easy 
task, for there are many difficult passages in the original Arabic; but Brigadier 

Broadhurst has faced it with patience and skill. He deserves praise and gratitude for 

so remarkable an achievement. Ibn Jubayr in his translation takes its place among the 

great travel books of the world. (910°4) 


THE WIND CALLS THE TUNE. The Eventful Voyage of the Nova 
Espero. Stanley Smith and Charles Violet. Introduction by Eric C. Hiscock. Robert 
Ross: Harrap, 12s.6d. 20-3 cm. 191 pages. Frontispiece. 21 line illustrations, including 
4 charts. 

The Nova Espero was a half-decked sailing boat 20 feet in overall length, 15 feet 

11 inches on the water-line, yawl-rigged, of about one ton. In 1951, with a crew of 

two—the narrators—she sailed from London to New York, via the Azores and Nova 

Scotia, carrying samples of British goods, under the auspices of the Festival of Britain 

authorities. Early in the voyage, she damaged her rudder, and she arrived very 

belatedly, but an east to west crossing in a really small craft is a memorable feat and 
it is here well described. The appendices give detailed reasons for the choice of rig, 

and particulars of the Nova Espero’s behaviour in a sea-way. (910-4) 


EVERYMAN’S ATLAS OF ANCIENT AND _ CLASSICAL 
GEOGRAPHY. Dent, 15s. 19°6 cm. 270 pages. 64 pages of coloured maps. 
20 line maps. Index. (Everyman’s Reference Library) 

The new edition of this atlas has been revised by John Warrington. Confined almost 

entirely to the Greek and Roman world, it contains, in addition to the coloured 

maps, maps and plans of battles and districts, fairly detailed descriptions of seventeen 
important cities or sites, and an index of about 4,000 names. Some of the maps, 
necessarily on small scales, are rather overcrowded with names, and there are some 
omissions, but otherwise, allowing for its compact size, it should meet the require- 
ments of readers of classical texts. A comprehensive map of the Roman road system 
would have been a useful addition. (9123) 


GODS, GRAVES AND SCHOLARS. The Story of Archaeology. C. W. 
Ceram. Translated from the German by E. B. Garside. Gollancz and Sidgwick & 
Jackson, 21s. 22°2 cm. 445 pages. 43 illustrations. 56 line drawings in text. Map. 
Tables. Bibliography. Index. 

An account of the adventures, explorations and scientific achievements of such great 

archaeologists as Schliemann and Howard Carter. Herr Ceram shows how Troy, 
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Babylon, Pompeii, Ur and other civilisations of the ancient world were uncovered 
and how the known history of man was pushed back 5,000 years. The treatment is 
episodic and the aim is to portray the human side and the dramatic qualities of 
archaeology, but the book genuinely respects the scholarship of its subject and 
provides a considerable amount of historical fact in the course of its vivid narrative. 
The German original was published in 1949. (913) 


NORTH-EAST LOWLANDS OF SCOTLAND. John R. Allan. Hale, 
18s. 22°2 cm. 272 pages. 49 photographs. Folding map. Index. (County Books) 
Mr. Allan, journalist and farmer, writes of his own country, for he was born and 
brought up on a farm near Aberdeen, and graduated at Aberdeen University. He 
covers the whole North-East—Caithness, Sutherland, Ross and Cromarty, Inverness- 
shire, Nairnshire, Morayshire, Banffshire, Aberdeenshire, Kincardineshire, and Angus, 
their history, scenery, people, occupations, pleasures and superstitions. He tells the 
heroic stories of the herring fisheries and the winning of the land for farming. 
Written with verve and humour and a fine Scottish flavour as well as loving 
knowledge, the book conveys much of the feeling of life in these northern shires.

THE DROVE ROADS OF SCOTLAND. A. R. B. Haldane. Nelson, 25s. 
22°2 cm. 280 pages. Coloured frontispiece. 16 plates. Map in pocket. Bibliography. 
Index. 
Readers of Scott’s short story The Two Drovers and Stevenson’s novel St. Ives have 
enjoyed vivid glimpses into the life of the old Scottish drover. This scholarly work 
describes the roads over which herds were driven from the Highlands and Uplands 
to the ‘trysts’ at Crieff and Falkirk and thence into England, but it deals also with the 
history of the cattle trade in Scotland and with the life, work and finance of the 
drovers. It is based on written and printed sources as well as on recollections and 
traditions and is of great importance to social and economic students. Dr. Haldane’s 
agreeable style and the excellent plates and map will strengthen the subject’s appeal 
to the general reader. (o14"1) 


THE MARN’LL BOOK. Some particular history, some general topography, 
a number of photographs, and some maps, of the Blackmore Vale. Blackmore Press 
(Gillingham, Dorset), 21s. 28-5 cm. 200 pages. 29 illustrations. 10 maps. Index. 

An expansion of a village history, that of Marnhull in Dorset, first published in 1940; 

it now includes something of the surrounding Blackmore Vale. The documentary 

material gives a richly detailed and many-sided account of a farming community 
throughout the centuries, making a valuable contribution to the social history of 
rural England. It will also appeal to readers of Thomas Hardy’s novels, many of whose 
scenes were set in the neighbourhood. If the treatment is perhaps a little discursive 
and unsystematic, this but adds an element of the unexpected to the reader’s pleasure. 

The enthusiasm, enterprise and affection which have gone to the making of this 

attractively produced book stand as a challenge to other villages. (914°2) 


TIME ON THE THAMES. Eric de Maré. Architectural Press, 21s. 22°2 cm. 
252 pages. Over 120 photographs. Illustrations in text. Endpaper maps. Index. 
Mr. de Maré is an enthusiast for the Thames, its riverside scenery, and architecture 
above Teddington, and his enthusiasm is soundly based on first-hand acquaintance 
and detailed study. His attractive book is first a concise and informed guide, which 
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leads to an appreciation of the elements of the scene in their functional aspects. The 
well-composed and revealing photographs are an integral part of the book. (914-2) 


PORTRAIT OF ENGLAND. News from Somewhere. Laurence Thompson. 
Gollancz, 10s. 6d. 20°3 cm. 254 pages. 
Mr. Laurence Thompson wished to see for himself the practical results of the many 
plans that have been made since the war to further industrial reconstruction and 
social betterment. In the autumn of 1950 and spring of 1951 he travelled from 
Cornwall to Durham and talked with those concerned with or affected by nationalisa- 
tion, town planning and housing schemes. He observed the work on the land, in 
schools, factories and committees, and life in the old and in the new towns. The 
reader will not agree with all the author’s findings, but his eye for detail supplies 
evidence worthy of consideration. (914°2) 


WALES. Vol. I: The Background. Vol. Il: The Country. Maxwell Fraser. Hale, 
18s. each. 222 cm. 248: 270 pages. 49 plates in each. In Vol. II: Folding map.

Many commendable books have been written to awaken a just appreciation of the 

scenic beauties of Wales, but few have been accompanied by a proper evaluation of 

the particular way of life of the Welsh people. In these two volumes Miss Maxwell 

Fraser sets out to remedy the deficiency, by devoting the first to a comprehensive 

exposition of the historical, cultural, social and economic background of the nation, 

and the second, completing the picture, to a description of the “Welsh shires. She has 
brought to her subject an infectious enthusiasm, a clear perception and impartial 
analysis of national characteristics, and a remarkable store of information. All these, 
combined with a delightful narrative style, make her work an outstanding contribu- 
tion to the literature dealing with Wales. Special mention must be made of the 
excellent illustrations, which emphasise the rich diversity of scene and colour which 
Wales can legitimately claim to possess. (914°29) 


ASPECTS OF PROVENCE. James Pope-Hennessy. Longmans, 18s. 22°2 cm. 
175 pages. 18 photographs by Basil Collier. Endpaper map. Index. 
This is a delightful book of random impressions, a decorative article, which does not 
attempt to compete with the guide-books or solid works of scholarship on this 
province. It depends, therefore, on the author’s literary powers, which are con- 
siderable. Provence will probably never become widely popular. Its artistic treasures 
are of a minor order and its natural beauties, though real, are not spectacular or 
immediately obvious. It is a region for the observant traveller who is neither in a 
hurry nor enslaved by an itinerary. Mr. Pope-Hennessy has an exceptional talent for 
describing scenery and architecture, he characterises local inhabitants and hospitality 
with a sharp but genial eye, and he is a thoroughly accomplished guide to the area’s 
literary and historical associations. His account is handsomely illustrated by Mr. Basil 
Collier’s photographs. (914°4) 


THE SCANDINAVIAN YEAR BOOK FOR 1952. Dawson, 173s.6d. 
19 cm. 709 pages. Illustrations. Maps. Tables. Index. 

This important new annual, a comprehensive guide to commerce, industry and 

tourism in Denmark, Norway and Sweden, will prove very useful both in better 

acquainting people with Scandinavian lands, and as a standard work of reference on 

these countries. The volume is full of information of all kinds, and the peninsula 

is treated as a whole, rather than country by country. There are sections on the 
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geography and history of Scandinavia, tourist information, social welfare, radio and 
sport. An alphabetical list of towns includes for each town its situation and distance 
from other places, railways, hotels, industry and history. (914°8) 


GOLDEN EARTH. Travels in Burma. Norman Lew 
270 pages. 18 plates (2 in colour). Folding map. 
Mr. Lewis will be remembered for his Dragon Apparent, in which he described his 
experiences in Indo-China. Recently he spent several months in Burma, travelling 
quite extensively despite the dislocation of communications. Golden Earth lacks some- 
thing of the colour and pace of the earlier book, but it is skilfully composed, with 
much incident and reflection. An air almost of dissolution hangs over the scene, with 
authority flouted over considerable areas, and the prevalent combination of new- 
Buddhism and extreme materialism unlikely to provide a sufficiently strong bond of 
union. But the general tone is much heightened by the humour, tolerance, and 
capacity for self-criticism of the people. Mr. Lewis is doing good service through 
his able and sympathetic reports on the contemporary Asian scene. (915°91)

THIS IS ALBERTA. Ken. E. Liddell. Ryerson Press (Toronto, Canada), $4.00

Mr. Liddell’s book develope -d from his entertaining, human-interest stories of life in 
Alberta that appeared in the Calgary Herald. The author’s enthusiasm for this young 
province, the Texas of Canada, led him to investigate every possible aspect of his 
subject. The accounts of the Rocky Mountains, the Calgary stampede, oil fields, 
ranching country, wheat lands, coal mines, frontier trails, and the Banff School of 
Fine Arts provide good reading for both residents and visitors in Alberta. (917°123) 


THE BIG TREE OF MEXICO. John Skeaping. Turnstile Press, 16s. 20°3 cm. 
234 pages. 22 photographs. 15 drawings in text. 
This is a warm-hearted and compelling account of a year’s sojourn in Mexico. The 
author succeeded in learning much about the lives of the Mexican peasants and 
indigenous craftsmen. To a skilled eye for colour and significant detail, he adds 
sympathy and an ability to analyse character. If his attitude to these desperately poor, 
yet hospitable, courteous and well-mannered people is almost entirely subjectiv e, it 
is easy to understand how he fell under their spell. He believes there is a great future 
for the Mexicans, but, on his own showing, there is clearly a formidable task of social 
reconstruction ahead, if the peasantry is to be freed from the evils of excessive land 
division, soil erosion and obsolete techniques. That the effort is abundantly worth 
while is implicit in his vivid book. (917°2) 


A PATTERN OF ISLANDS. Arthur Grimble. Murray, 18s. 22:2 cm. 
260 pages. Drawings and sketch map by Tom Pomfret. Index. 
This enchanting book owes as much to the character of the narrator, and to his 
relationship with the islanders, as to the matter and settings. But these are fascinating 
enough, for Sir Arthur Grimble writes of the Gilbert and Ellice Islands in the Southern 
Pacific, to which he went with his wife the d: ry after their marriage in 1913, as a young 
recruit to the British Colonial Service, and walhieh he left, after five years as Resident 
Commissioner, in 1933. Meanwhile he had been adopted into an island clan and had 
been compelled to serve as judge, surgeon, midwife, etc., as occasion arose. He is a 
masterly teller of tales, but these tales of fishermen, sorcerers, erring lovers, poets, 
missionaries and traders, remarkable as they are, bear the impress of truth and 
re-create with extraordinary skill the life of the islands. (919°681)

JAMES BRAID. Bernard Darwin. Hodder & Stoughton, 12s. 6d. 20°3 cm. 
196 pages. 4 plates. Index. 
Character plus great ability was the quality which marked James Braid as a dominating 
personality in golf during the first twenty years of this century. His triumphs on the 
golf course were many, including the winning of the British Open Championship 
five times but, by his standard of good and natural manners both on and off the 
course, he probably did more than anyone else to raise the status of the professional 
golfer. This biography, by another well-known golfer who knew him for over 
fifteen years, is a very welcome addition to sporting literature. (92) 


FANNY BRAWNE. Joanna Richardson. Thames & Hudson, 15s. 22-2 cm. 
200 pages. 7 illustrations. Notes. Bibliography. Index. 
This is the first biography of Fanny Brawne (1800-65), the beautiful, intelligent, 
vivacious girl who was engaged to Keats at the age of eighteen, when they were both 
living in Hampstead, mourned him for twelve years after his early death, and married 
Louis Lindo (later Lindon) in 1833. By patient research Miss Richardson has added a 
little to “the meagre facts’, which she interprets with ardent sympathy and sometimes 
with too much freedom in speculation. She tells the story of Fanny Brawne’s life as 
fully as it can be told, illuminating afresh her relation to Keats and his work. —_(92) 


THE CORRESPONDENCE 1899-1926 BETWEEN PAUL CLAUDEL 
AND ANDRE GIDE. Introduction and notes by Robert Mallet. Prefaced 
and translated by John Russell. Secker & Warburg, 25s. 22-2 cm. 299 pages. Notes. 
Indexes. 

This celebrated exchange is now published in its entirety, supplemented, in view of 

the loss of some of Gide’s letters, by extracts from his journal relating to the corres- 

pondence. It is a classic example of the French taste for formal letter-writing between 
eminent authors, intensified in this case partly by a strong mutual regard and partly 
by the awareness that each is defending a cause which extends far beyond his personal 
convictions, that of authority on the one hand and heterodoxy on the other. Mr. 

Russell’s translation is extremely skilful in conveying the distinctive intellectual 

quality of either writer, and M. Robert Mallet contributes a valuable introduction 

and notes. (92) 


THE JOURNEY OUTWARD. An Autobiography. Maurice Collis. Faber, 
21s. 22°8 cm. 308 pages. Portrait frontispiece. 2 maps. Index. 
Mr. Collis, who spent much of his career as an administrator in Burma, did not 
embark seriously upon writing until his late forties. This autobiography, which 
carries his story up to the age of thirty, describes the years of action which prepared 
his development as a writer. The charm of the book lies in its presentation of the old 
hierarchical order in Burma, and also of the paternal autocracy of British rule before 
the appearance of Asian nationalism. Mr. Collis spent many months in remote 
stations isolated from European society, and the growth of his understanding of 
the religion, the temperament and the culture of the Burmese people was a slow 
process, which he succeeds in making absorbingly interesting. (92) 


ERASMUS OF ROTTERDAM. J. Huizinga. Translated from the Dutch by 
F. Hopman. Phaidon Press, 12s.6d. 19 cm. 276 pages. 33 illustrations. Index. 
(Phaidon Pocket Series) 

This book, the original edition and the English translation of which were first 

published in 1924, comes from the pen of the distinguished scholar who is perhaps 
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best known for his work on The Waning of the Middle Ages. Here he shows his 
mastery of the age of Erasmus and describes with much lucidity and discernment its 
religious and cultural trends. The chapters on the mind and character of Erasmus, his 
controversy with Luther and his relations to the Humanists and Reformers are 
especially deserving of study. A selection from the voluminous correspondence of 
Erasmus has been added in a fresh translation (by Barbara Flower) from the Latin. (92) 


THE GREAT CORINTHIAN. A Portrait of the Prince Regent. Doris Leslie. 
Eyre & Spottiswoode, 15s. 20°3 cm. 251 pages. Coloured frontispiece. 8 plates. 
Bibliography. Index. 

This sympathetic biography of George IV, as lover of pleasure and patron of the 

arts, ends with his coronation in 1821 and is concerned mainly to portray the gaiety 

and opulence of the Regency, the graver issues of the time being rather lightly 
sketched in. Miss Leslie has made a thorough study of her hero’s family history, his 
social circle and amusements, and she possesses the gift of selecting her material and 
making it come to life. Her book would scarcely claim to be an important contri- 
bution to the history of the period, but asa record of its social character, its fashions 
and its scandals it is always enjoyable to read. (92) 


GODOLPHIN: His Life and Times. Sir Tresham Lever. Murray, 25s. 22*2 cm. 
344 pages. 12 plates. Notes. Index. 
An adequate life of Sidney Godolphin has long been needed. He deserves study, for 
he influenced English affairs. As Marlborough’s friend he shared his political intrigues, 
and was high in the esteem of the Duchess. He served James II, loyally supported 
William III, and exercised considerable influence as Lord High Treasurer under 
Queen Anne. Sir Tresham Lever has ransacked public and private archives for new 
facts, and his book is a good example of painstaking research. Some gaps in the 
evidence still remain, which prevent him from solving all the problems in Godolphin’s 
career, but he has given us a full-scale life which merits a place with the biographies 
of the political leaders of the period. (92) 


THE YEARS WITH MOTHER. Being an abridgement of the first three 
volumes of The Story of My Life. Augustus J. C. Hare. Edited with Notes and 
Introduction by Malcolm Barnes. Allen & Unwin, 25s. 24 cm. 332 pages. 
II portraits. 50 illustrations in text. List of Hare’s works. Index. 


Augustus Hare’s life coincides almost exactly with Queen Victoria’s reign and no 
diarist has chronicled more copiously the habits of the contemporary British land- 
owning and upper-middle classes. This volume is an abridgement of the first half of 
Hare’s six-volume autobiography. Despite its slightly obsessive title, Hare was by no 
means restricted in his movements, and he writes with genuine intimacy—and 
indiscretion—of the great houses of Britain and the Continent where his connections 
and social graces made him a constant guest. He was extremely fond of gossip and 
was also a notable raconteur of uncanny stories. Although decidedly conscious of 
literary ambition he is a rambling and unselective writer, and Mr. Barnes has 
performed an invaluable service in extracting the most memorable and entertaining 
passages from the unwieldy bulk of the original. (92) 





I LIVE AGAIN. Ileana, Princess of Romania, Archduchess of Austria. Gollancz, 
16s.6d. 22*2 cm. 316 pages. 13 illustrations. Index. 

Princess Ileana is the sister of ex-King Carol and the aunt of ex-King Michael and 

married an Austrian Archduke. Her book is not, however, one more volume of 

royal reminiscences, but a first-hand account of wartime and post-war Romania by 
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a woman of exceptional energy, intelligence and courage, who organised medical 
and relief services in the face of immense hardships and difficulties. The Russian 
occupation and the Communist dictatorship are described from this angle, objectively 
and authentically, since the writer’s devotion and determination even won her 
support from powerful Communists. Exiled in 1948, she now lives in America and 


her book is addressed to American readers. (92) 


THE FATED SKY. An Autobiography. Sir Philip Joubert de la Ferté. 
Hutchinson, 18s. 22°2 cm. 280 pages. 32 illustrations. Index. 
Air Chief Marshal Joubert, one of the pioneers of aviation, served with distinction in 
the Flying Services in both World Wars. In the 1914-18 war he was flying as pilot 
on the French and Italian fronts. During the last war, although he is probably better 
remembered for his vivid broadcasts on the course of the struggle, he was engaged 
for much of the time on secret research in connection with radar. Some of the results 
of this important work were to be of great assistance to him later on in his battle 
with the U-Boats when he was chief of Coastal Command. Sir Philip here describes 
his many varied adventures and experiences, both serious and gay, in a most readable 
and modest manner. (92) 


A. E. W. MASON. Roger Lancelyn Green. Parrish, 21s. 22°2 cm. 272 pages. 
Frontispiece. Short title bibliography. Index. 
A. E. W. Mason (1865-1948) was one of the most successful romantic novelists of his 
time. His life was equally fortunate, and in this detailed work the reader is shown 
Mason at Oxford, Mason on the stage, Mason in politics, Mason in the Secret Service, 
Mason the bon vivant. His recipe was hard work, and his luck held—even at cards. 
Mr. Green is over-laudatory, but since even he admits that with all Mason’s astonishing 
gifts, he lacked the ‘inner light’, his book may be accepted as an adventure 
story in its own right rather than as serious literary criticism. (92) 


VON RUNDSTEDT: The Soldier and the Man. Guenther Blumentritt. Odhams 
Press, 16s. 215 cm. 288 pages. 11 illustrations. 5 maps. Index. 
This biography of one of the leading modern commanders provides a valuable 
addition to the history of the Second World War. After touching on Rundstedt’s 
early life and the new German Army, the narrative gives detailed accounts of his 
commands in the invasion of Poland, the Low Counitries and France, and Russia. 
The next phase covers Rundstedt’s appointment as Commander-in-Chief in the 
West from March 1942, until his enforced retirement in July 1944. Recalled two 
months later, he was finally retired in March 1945. Often critical of the Nazi regime 
he had often opposed Hitler, of whom the book provides a further portrait. (92) 


THE LAST DAYS OF SHELLEY AND BYRON. Being the complete 
text of Trelawny’s Recollections edited, with additions from contemporary sources, 
by J. E. Morpurgo. Folio Society, 17s.6d. 22°8 cm. 226 pages. 8 illustrations. 

Edward John Trelawny, himself a highly picturesque figure, met the two poets in 

Italy in 1822 and accompanied Byron on his last journey to Greece. His Recollections 

of the Last Days of Shelley and Byron (1858) is the best and most vivid account of those 

days, with some interesting glimpses of the Greek War of Independence. Mr. 

Morpurgo has increased its value by his informative introduction, footnote corrections 
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of errors of fact, and some interpolations (in smaller type) to fill in gaps in Trelawny’s 


knowledge, taken mainly from the contemporary accounts by Mary Shelley, Leigh 
Hunt, etc. A very attractive edition. (92) 


VOYAGE TO WINDWARD. The Life of Robert Louis Stevenson. J. C. 
Furnas. Faber, 25s. 22°8 cm. 478 pages. 26 illustrations. Bibliography. Notes. 
Indexes. 

As a biographer « sf Stevenson Mr. Furnas has had a unique combination of advantages: 

he knows the South Seas well; he has lived at Vailima, Stevenson’s Samoan home, 

and visited most places visited by Stevenson; he has had access to all the unpublished 
material—including, for the first time, Stevenson’s letters to Mrs. Sitwell; and, not less 
important, he is untouched by sentimental idolatry or a desire to ‘debunk’. Here is as 
much of the truth as we are ever likely to get about Stevenson’s adolescence (with 
the legend that ‘Claire’ was a prostitute neatly demolished) and about his relations 
with Mrs. Sitwell, Henley and Fanny. Stevenson’s story has at last been fully and 
worthily told, for Mr. Furnas’s biography is closely documented, well written apart 
from occasional over-emphasis, perceptive, fair-minded, and exceedingly interesting.

THE MUSIC MASTERS. The Victorian Age. Edited by A. L. Bacharach, 
Cassell, 25s. 22°2 cm. 360 pages. 
This third, penultimate volume of a series of biographies by various authors contains 
thirty-eight lives, of which only seven are reissued from the earlier Lives of the 
Great Composers. Despite a misleading sub-title, the scope is not confined to England. 
All the chapters, ranging from five to twelve pages in length, emphasise life and 
character rather than works. Particular attention is given to events and influences 
that shaped creative activity. These are not mere rewritings of articles in standard 
dictionaries, but offer a generally high standard of selective and informative skill. 
Indeed some of the material, as in the chapters on Janatek, Sinding, Leoncavallo, 
Delibes and Charpentier, is hardly available elsewhere in English. (927°8)

THE ROMAN MIDDLE CLASS IN THE REPUBLICAN PERIOD. 
H. Hill. Blackwell (Oxford), 15s. 22-2 cm. 238 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
The Middle Class, here examined, is the equestrian order which gradually established 
itself as a Third Estate between the governing senatorial class and the mass of the 
Roman people. The process by which service in Rome’s citizen cavalry (equites) 
eventually gave rise to a class of business men and financiers, and the ways in which 
their activities spread throughout the Roman world are described. Then the part 
played by this Class in politics down to the end of the Republic is discussed. This 
is a useful, competent and well-documented sketch of a large subject, with rather 
more emphasis on the political than economic aspects. (937)

THE SHORTER CAMBRIDGE MEDIEVAL HISTORY. Vol. L 
The Later Roman Empire to the Twelfth Century. Vol. Il The Twelfth 
Century to the Renaissance. C. W. Previté-Orton. Cambridge University Press, 
5s. the set. 22°2 cm. 1,244 pages. 26 illustrations. 26 maps. 27 genealogical 
tables. Index. 

Che late Professor Previté-Orton was a leading editor of the Cambridge Medieval 

History, and in the introductory surveys which he contributed to the later volumes 

he showed his skill in surveying the essentials of medieval history in broad outlines. 

He was a good choice for the difficult task of rm ducing the contents of those eight 

formidable volumes into a ‘shorter history’. His completed text has been edited 

by Mr. P. Grierson. As a general survey of medieval history it is admirable, not 
so crowded with details as to be unreadable, nor so elusive as to be obscure. So 
great a task of compression is bound to tempt criticism from specialists concerned 
to see how their pet interests have been treated, but the general reader will find 
it a splendid introduction to a fascinating period. Its value is greatly enhanced by 
the addition of over 250 illustrations selected by Dr. S. H. Steinberg. (940°1)

THE WAR SPEECHES OF THE RT. HON. WINSTON S. 
CHURCHILL. Compiled by Charles Eade. 3 vols. Cassell, 21s. each. 
25°4 cm. $00: $76: 594 pages. Diary of events and index to each volume. 


Che contemporary history of the Second World War would be incomplete without 
a definitive and verbatim collection of the speeches of Mr. Churchill. The first 
volume begins in May 1938 with a prescient warning of the dangers arising from 
the growing power of Hitler. Fourteen of the seventy-seven speeches emphasise 
this threat, and the remainder cover war events up to the invasion of Russia. In 
Volume II eighty-seven speeches carry the story from the Battle of the Atlantic, 
through the Japanese attacks in the Far East, and victory in the Mediterranean, 
on to the Quebec Conference, concluding with the address to Harvard University 
on Anglo-American unity. The last volume of ninety-three speeches opens with 
Italy’s surrender and continues through the Liberation of Europe, and the downfall 
of Hitler, to the surrender of Germany. Eight election addresses are included, 
and the volume ends with his final review of the War and survey of the future.

One of the most interesting and revealing documents that have emerged from the 

literature of World War II, this is the frank, unvarnished story of years of submarine 

warfare by a noted U-Boat commander. It begins with his early training as a naval 
cadet and ends with an account of his command of U-Boat 977, which, when 

Germany surrendered, made a remarkable voyage to the Argentine, spending 

sixty-three continuous days and nights under water. There are a number of 

vivid pictures of life inside a submarine during heavy attacks and counter-attacks. 

The author brings out clearly how the successful U-Boat campaign was defeated 

by the full use of radar and searchlights from aircraft and ships. (940°5451)

SKYE: THE ISLAND AND ITS LEGENDS. Otta F. Swire. Oxford 
University Press, 15s. 19 cm. 256 pages. Map. Index. 
While Skye, with its legends of fairies and feuds, receives a share of attention in 
the collection of West-Highland folk tales made by Campbell and others and also 
in the tours of Boswell and Johnson, this is the first considerable book to be entirely 
devoted to the island. Many of the stories were told to Mrs. Swire’s mother by her 
great-aunt, born more than 150 years ago. It is therefore the sort of book which, 
though not intended primarily for the expert, will become of ever greater interest 
to the historian. In the meantime, it is most enjoyable for itself. (941)

THE HISTORY OF BIRMINGHAM. Conrad Gill and Asa Briggs. 
2 vols. Oxford University Press, 63s. 25-4 cm. 866 pages. 105 plates. 4 folding 
maps. Bibliography. Index. 
This civic history tells the story of the economic, political and social growth of a 
huge industrial city. The first volume by Professor Gill covers the history of 
Birmingham from its earliest known times to its establishment as an important 
industrial town and a stronghold of Nonconformity by 1865. In the second 
volume Mr. Briggs describes the progress of the city, its government and civic policies, 
the development of its industry and the changes in its social life during the last eighty 
years. He concludes with a survey of Birmingham on the eve of World War IL. 
The history reviews the lives of many famous men who have contributed to the life 
of this community. The copious illustrations have been selected with obvious care 
and are an integral part of this full-length portrait of a great city. (942) 


MODERN BRITAIN, 1870-1950. D. C. Somervell. 8th, revised, edition. 
Methuen, 11s.6d. 19 cm. 276 pages. 12 maps. Index. 


To this revised edition of a work first published in 1941 have been added two 
chapters on the Second World War and on the post-war period 1945-50. The 
work and aims of the political parties from Gladstone’s first government to the 
1950 general election form the thread of the account of home affairs. The foreign 
policy preceding the World Wars, and imperial affairs 1895-1914 are discussed, 
and surveys are made of English life at the beginning, middle and end of the period. 
Relevant European events and the campaigns of the World Wars are outlined. 
The author has skilfully condensed the history of a vital period without sacrificing 
style or accuracy. (942) 


QUEEN ELIZABETH I. J. E. Neale. Cape, 18s. 22°8 cm. 402 pages. 
8 portraits. Index. (Bedford Historical Series) 
This book, first published in 1934, has an established reputation in Britain and 
abroad. It was awarded the James Tait Black Memorial Prize for Biography, 
1934. Professor Neale makes plain the important formative effects of the young 
Elizabeth’s expericnces in the years before her accession. That the story of her 
life from 1558 to 1603 was the history of England emerges clearly, in domestic and 
foreign affairs. It is most striking in her influence on the nation as a whole, which 
she ‘keyed to the intensity of her own spirit’ until her name became an expression 
of national greatness. There is little doubt that this book will hold its place in English 
historical literature. (942°055) 
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THE QUEST FORLORN. The Story of the Forty-five. Cyril Hughes 
Hartmann. Heinemann, 18s. 20°3 cm. 316 pages. 8 plates. 4 maps. Bibliography 
and references. Index. 

A new book on the Jacobite rising of 1745 needs strong justification. Mr. Hartmann 

makes his, not by claiming to have found fresh evidence, but by a plea for careful 

scrutiny and fresh interpretation of that which is already known. His thesis is 
that romanticism has exaggerated the historical significance of the rising, and that 
insufficient importance has been attached to naval events. His opinion is that the 
enterprise was doomed to failure even before ‘Bonnie Prince Charlie’ sailed from 

France. His narrative is extremely readable and, even though the book does not 

solve all the knotty problems involved, his stimulating suggestions provide much 

that is worth consideration. (942°07) 


A HISTORY OF THE ENGLISH PEOPLE IN THE NINETEENTH 
CENTURY. Vol. VI (2 parts) THE RULE OF DEMOCRACY, 
1905-1914.

Halévy’s History has become a classic. In this sixth and concluding volume, now 

published in a revised English translation, the narrative traces the two main features

There is no need to extol 
the virtues of this history of England seen through the eyes of a sympathetic foreign

THE LUDWIGS OF BAVARIA. Henry Channon. Lehmann, 15s. 22°2 cm.

A revised edition of a work first published in 1933. It tells the story of the 
Wittelsbach family, the dynasty which ended in 1918 after a thousand years of 
power. Special attention is devoted to the three Ludwig kings: the first (1825-48), 
who lost his crown for the love of Lola Montez; the second (1864-86), the mad 
king whose reign remains something of an enigma; and the third (1913-18), who 
was dethroned in 1918. There is more than political history and biography: the 
little known Bavarian monasteries and their architecture are discussed. The book 
should attract many readers. (943)

THE INDIAN OCEAN. Alan Villiers. Museum Press, 21s. 22°5 cm. 255 pages.

Alan Villiers sets out to describe the Indian Ocean and its islands, and to outline its 
historical background. The Phoenicians explored these unknown seas hundreds 
of years before Christ; English, Dutch, and Portuguese explorers, pirates, traders, 
adventurers have all played their part, in which the commerce in spices and slaves 
predominated, and naval operations in these regions were a significant feature 
of the Second World War. As in his book The Coral Sea the author has combined 
his extensive historical reading and his wide personal knowledge, including his 
journeys in dhows voyaging from Arabia to Africa, to produce a vivid and 
kaleidoscopic picture of the region. (950)

main theme is a plea for the study of Japanese history; mot as an end ifPatself but 
as an integral and important part of world historyt i elaborating this theme 
Sir George discusses, with his habitual lucidity and igsifht, such topics as the 
operation of the Malthusian law in Japan and in the West; iiicreneesani the history 
of taste between Japan and Western Europe c. 1640-1740: the political consequences 
of the 1895 imperial ordinance which reserved the posts of War and Navy ministers 
to officers on the active list. This short but suggestive book can be unreservedly 
recommended to all those interested in the Far East. (952)

he is concerned with the new relations between Britain and independent India, and 
it is his faith—to which he has paid personal tribute by returning to work in Bombay 
—that both India and Pakistan may still be linked with Britain on terms of mutual 
economic and strategic advantage.

The purpose of this book, by a former Resident Commissioner in the Territory, 

is to collect together the scattered information hitherto only available in a mass 

of reports, anthropological and historical works, and travels. It falls into three 
parts, the first a history of the country, and the coming of the missionaries Robert 

Moffat and Livingstone (both of whom had enormous influence on its future 

development) down to modern times. The second part deals with the eight major 
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tribes in some detail, with brief notes on the subordinate ones. Then follows a 
short account of the Protectorate today. This is a most useful compendium of 
information, particularly on the historical side. (968-1)

THE SETTLEMENT OF YORK COUNTY. John Mitchell (‘Patrick 
Slater’). Municipal Corporation of the County of York (Toronto, Canada), $1.25. 
21 cm. 119 pages. Illustration. 

Just as the popular Canadian historical novel, The Yellow Briar, told the story of 

his boyhood home, so here John Mitchell unfolds the history of his county, York, 

and Toronto. Eminently readable, it stands out among county histories, and is 

evidently the product of deep knowledge and careful research. Facts are here, 

dates, statistics, names, and a description of the settlement of each township—each 

remarkably different—from the stern Pennsylvania Mennonities to an ephemeral 

colony of French aristocrats. (971°3)

A THORN IN THE HEART. T. O. Beachcroft. Bodley Head, 12s.6d. 


20°3 cm. 302 pages. 
Imagination is usually regarded as a most desirable quality, but Mr. Beachcroft 
shows that its possession can be a blight on personal happiness. As a child, Jane 
Hogarth prefers her own fantasy world to the company of other children, but makes 
friends with a strange boy named Dirk Ensor; later, when_both are in the services 
during the war, they meet at a dance and the bond is renewed. They marry, but 
instead of union this brings separation due to jealousy in Dirk aroused by Jane’s 
attempt to expiate an imaginary sin of her childhood. The barrier between them 
of illusory guilt and suspicion is removed in a climax of violent action which brings 
to a satisfactory conclusion a tale of delicate exploration of motives and conduct. 
Mr. Beachcroft most successfully re-creates the world of childhood and his style 
is a pleasure in itself. 


PRISONER OF GRACE. Joyce Cary. Michael Joseph, 12s.6d. 19 cm. 
398 pages. 

Here is a rare achievement: a novel that is a masterly piece of work technically and 
also imaginatively. It is the story of a progressive Liberal politician during the 
early part of this century as told by his wife, who, though loyal to her husband, 
commits adultery with a man of quite an opposite type. One, the husband, 
represents the state of grace in which she is a prisoner; the other, the active principal 
of the world outside her prison. But Mr. Cary is too much aware of life’s complexity 
to make his comment on it as simple as that: one of the most admirable qualities 
of this novel is its subtlety. Mr. Cary presents his characters from many angles 
and the way he combines these views into a complete picture is amazingly adroit. 
A very rich book indeed. 


NO NAME IN THE STREET. Kay Cicellis. Harvill Press, 12s.6d. 19°4 cm. 
245 pages. 

Miss Cicellis will be remembered for her volume of short stories The Easy Way. 

She is a remarkable writer, a Greek whose first language is French and who yet 

chooses to write in English. In this memorable first novel she deals with a group 

of young people in a French town and by making this group very vivid and alive 
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throws into prominence the individual isolation of one member of it, a boy who, 
because he is an orphan, a destined émigré, and a non-sharer in the Resistance myth, 
is an exile in his own homeland. The book is written in a graceful and assured 
English. 


THE OLD MAN AND THE SEA. Ernest Hemingway. Cape, 7s.6d. 
19°8 cm. 127 pages. 

Brief and very simple, a return to the manner and substance of his early short 
stories, this is one of the very best things that Mr. Hemingway has written. Its 
scene is Cuba, and it tells how an impoverished old fisherman, whose luck has 
deserted him, hooks a magnificent fish that could provide him with a fortune at the 
market; in its fight for life against the old man’s fight for a living the fish tows the 
boat far out to sea; on the voyage home the vanquished fish is attacked by sharks 
and the fisherman has nothing to show for his victory. Mr. Hemingway is no 
thinker, yet he is a profound writer, for he has a true experience of the relation 
of man to nature. 


ZORBA THE GREEK. Nikos Kazantzaki. Translated from the Greck by 
Carl Wildman. Introduction by Ian Scott-Kilvert. Lehmann, 15s. 20°3 cm. 
319 pages. 

Nikos Kazantzaki (b. 1885) is one of Greece’s most distinguished novelists and poets. 
This is a curious but irresistible book. Its scene is Crete, and it might be described 
as a picaresque tale of violent adventure and Rabelasian high jinks—yet it is also a 
philosophical disquisition, and is sometimes more like a comic dialogue about 
serious matters such as life and death. The two principal characters are a bookish 
aesthete who wants to discover the way to live and Zorba his old servant who 
undertakes to show him. Which is in possession of the secret is debatable and 
this is a tribute to the depth of the book. 


A CHOICE OF KIPLING’S PROSE. Selected and with an introductory 
essay by W. Somerset Maugham. Macmillan, 15s. 22-8 cm. 368 pages. 

This selection of sixteen short stories of Rudyard Kipling (1865-1936) shows him 
at his best in a literary form which made him the most widely acclaimed English 
writer of fifty years ago. Mr. Maugham’s predilection is for the Indian stories 
but he includes others and, in discussing the stories, gives reasons for his choice 
and omissions. Sufficient biographical details show the occasion of the stories. 
Mr. Maugham’s great experience as a writer makes his assessment of Kipling strikingly 
practical and enables him to deal with the conventional criticism of him. This 
book should lead new readers to Kipling and old ones back to him. 


BREAKDOWN. Patrick Marsh. Longmans, 10s.6d. 19 cm. 218 pages. 

A well-written and realistic story told in the first person by a scientist taking part 
in the final tests of a secret weapon. In addition to the nerve-wracking anxiety 
over the success of the invention and a suspected leakage of information, there is 
unfolded an acute psychological drama involving the narrator, his wife and a 
fellow technician. Mr. Marsh handles both these themes in a masterly fashion, 
and the growing momentum of suspense is terrific. 


THE DECEIVERS. John Masters. Michael Joseph, 12s.6d. 19 cm. 288 pages. 
Glossary. 
Mr. Masters makes no innovations or experiments and is not greatly distinguished 
in style, but nevertheless writes sincerely from experience and observation, is 
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thoroughly efficient in all he docs and can tell a gripping story. His new novel 
deals with events in India at the beginning of the nineteenth century, telling how 
an employee of the East India Company aids in the arduous task of suppressing the 
Thugs, a sect of religious murderers powerful at the time. An excellent book of 


its type. 


THE FRONTENAC MYSTERY (Le Mystére Frontenac). Frangois Mauriac. 
Translated from the French by Gerard Hopkins. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 11s.6d. 
20°3 cm. 185 pages. 

The word ‘mystery’ is here employed in the sense in which it is used of the mystery 
plays of the middle ages, and refers to the mystical union which holds members 
of a family together and holds the family itself to its soil. The Frontenacs are small 
landowners in Bordeaux with a strong sense of family inviolability; sometimes 
those inside this mystic circle attempt to leave it, but they do not succeed, and the 
family even strengthens itself by drawing into its influence new members from 
outside. M. Mauriac’s character drawing is detailed and solid, and his descriptions 
of the countryside wonderfully evocative. 


THE BURNING MAN. Sarah Gertrude Millin. Heinemann, 15s. 20°2 cm. 
309 pages. 

Mrs. Millin’s new novel is based on the life of John Vanderkemp, a Dutchman, 
who worked for the London Missionary Society in Africa during the eighteenth 
century. He is seen as a man who felt obliged to be truthful about his desires— 
however inconvenient it might be. Thus, in Holland he defied the political feeling 
of the time in his passion for justice and outraged his family and his King with his 
idea of morality; in Africa he rejected the advice of the cautious and fearlessly 
continued to preach racial equality in the name of Christ. Unhappy himself, and 
the cause of unhappiness in others, he was yet one of those to whom the world 
owes what little progress it makes. 


MAN ALONE. Paul Pilotaz. Translated from the French by J. H. F. McEwen. 
Longmans, 9s.6d. 19 cm. 158 pages. 

Terse, vivid, and brutal in style this is an excellent adventure story about banana 
planters in French Guinea. It ‘describes the relationship of two men on an isolated 
area of cultivation in the jungle: one who holds jealously to his solitude and the 
other who tries to break down his colleague’s misanthropy. The battle reaches 
a violent climax and a peaceful solution in which M. Pilotaz aims at a mystical 
revelation of dependence and brotherhood; he is not able to communicate this 
convincingly, but the accounts of planting and native life, the renderings of heat 
and humidity are most effectively done. 


MUSEUM PIECES. William Plomer. Cape, 12s.6d. 19°8 cm. 256 pages. 
The title of Mr. Plomer’s book suggests something faded, pathetic, out of commission, 
but the two leading characters are bright, confident and elegant. Mrs. Mountfaucon 
and her son (by her first husband) Toby d’Arfey remain stubbornly attached, in 
a world becoming ever shabbier and meaner, to the generous values, both materially 
and spiritually, of an earlier age. They dismiss change with a gay and arrogant 
hand and in consequence lead a life of successful eccentricity until their sad end. 
There are several equally engaging characters in Mr. Plomer’s book, which is witty, 
comic, and fastidiously written. 
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ALIEN SON. Judah L. Waten. Angus & Robertson (Sydney, Australia, and 
London), 15s. 18°7 cm. 186 pages. 

Some of the work reproduced in this small volume has been published in literary 
periodicals and the anthology Coast to Coast, winning prizes and general acclaim. 
Mr. Waten’s stories, seemingly as much authentic recollections of his boyhood 
as fiction, tell of a Jewish family which came to Australia from Russia some years 
before the Revolution. The father’s optimism, the mother’s conservatism, the 
children’s wonderment, and the touching and humorous traits of such characters 
as Uncle Isaac and Hirsh the marine dealer are all portrayed with economy, warmth 
and an attractive combination of grace and simplicity of expression. 


MEN AT ARMS. Evelyn Waugh. Chapman & Hall, 15s. 19 cm. 314 pages. 
Readers who expect every book by Mr. Waugh to be a satiric extravaganza will 
be disappointed by his new work: the first volume of a projected trilogy dealing 
with modern army life; here satire has become transformed into an almost gentle 
(but nevertheless penetrating) observation. Guy Crouchback, of independent 
income and venerable family, has an infatuation for the British Army, but—even 
though the period is 1939—experiences great difficulty in satisfying it. His difficulties 
provide some of Mr. Waugh’s best pages; they are followed by an account of Guy’s 
entry into the Halberdiers; his training, and his first experience (unfortunate) of 
combat. The book contains two superb characters and one brilliantly comic 
episode. Mr. Waugh’s criticism of life here proceeds from love rather than anger, 
and has resulted in a very rewarding book. 


SELECTIONS FROM THE WORKS OF THOMAS WOLFE. 

Edited by Maxwell Geismar. Heinemann, 12s.6d. 19 cm. 720 pages. 
Wolfe (1900-38) wrote about himself and his experiences with uncontrolled 
abundance and energy, leaving it to a friendly editor to shape his work into the 
four lengthy novels on which his fame rests. Mr. Geismar has executed his task 
of selection from this vast bulk of words with such skill that the book can be read 
as a complete autobiographical work. In addition to the passages from Look 
Homeward, Angel, Of Time and the River, The Web and the Rock and You Can’t Go 
Home Again, Wolfe's critical work The Story of a Novel and six short stories are also 
included, making an extremely useful volume. 


PLACIDIA’S DAUGHTER. Nora Wydenbruck. Lehmann, 12s.6d. 20°3 cm. 
272 pages. Table of principal events. 
Placidia, Empress-Regent A.D.423-53 for her young son, is absorbed in affairs 
of state, the welfare of the Church and her son’s future. She neglects her daughter 
Honoria, forces her to celibacy for political reasons, and thus induces in her a scorn 
of court etiquette. Honoria finds an ambitious courtier as a lover and when banished 
to cloistral seclusion sends to Attila, the Hun leader, to rescue her. The historical 
setting of the story depicts this troublous time so vividly that the reader is as 
concerned for the fate of the Roman Empire as for that of Placidia’s daughter. 


Crime, Detection and Mystery 

THE SINGING SANDS. Josephine Tey. Peter Davies, 10s.6d. 19 cm. 
252 pages. 

The late Josephine Tey brought to the detective novel a command of good English 

and an affectionate and compelling portrayal of character. This is another story 
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about Inspector Grant—here spending a period of sick leave in the Western Highlands 
of Scotland. On the night train that takes him to Scoone a young man has died; 
something about his face (plus a few lines of verse scribbled on his newspaper) 
capture Grant's imagination and he is gradually drawn to investigate the boy’s 
apparently unsuspicious death. Human interest predominates—at the expense of 
a well knit plot—but after a slow start and various digressions the reader is rewarded 
by an ingenious and exciting finale.

MINE OWN EXECUTIONER. Nigel Balchin. Pan Books, 2s. 17-7 cm. 
222 pages. Paper bound. 

A tense and candid character study, conveyed mainly in dialogue, of a London 

psychiatrist—successful in his practice, in his married life as maladjusted as some 

of his patients. A failure over one of his important cases—a homicidal ex-R.A.F. 

pilot—all but wrecks his career and his faith in himself. This dramatic story 

(first published in 1945) has been successfully filmed. 


WHITE JACKET or The World in a Man-of-War. Herman Melville. 
Introduction by William Plomer. Lehmann, 12s.6d. 19 cm. 376 pages. 
(Chiltern Library) 

For fourteen months (in 1842-43) Melville served as an ordinary seaman in the 
frigate United States. His experiences provided him with the material for White 
Jacket (1850). It is less a novel than a documentation of a trade, but as Melville 
was a master in the creative use of fact it is also an impressive example of imaginative 
literature. “White Jacket’ is the nickname of the young sailor who is the narrator, 
and it is his observation of work and character on board ship that gives the book 
its realistic quality and emotional intensity. The scenes of savage punishment 
described led to the abolition of flogging in the U.S. navy. 


MR. FACEY ROMFORD’S HOUNDS. R. S. Surtees. Folio Society, 
30s. 22*8 cm. 438 pages. 16 colour plates by John Leech and Hablot R. Browne 
(‘Phiz’). (Folio Society Surtees) 

Ninth and last of Surtees’s novels, which first appeared in book form in 186s, 

this presents three of his famous characters: Facey Romford himself, the ineffable 

Soapey Sponge, and Lucy Glitters, who is not only the most intrepid horsewoman 

in English literature but ‘tolerably virtuous’ too. Horses, hunting and love-affairs 

make up the story, which is full of Surtees’s robust farcical comedy. The original 
illustrations, carefully reproduced, have been coloured by hand.

Fiction 
RUFTY TUFTY THE GOLLIWOG. Ruth Ainsworth. Heinemann, 6s. 
19 cm. 84 pages. Illustrations by Dorothy Craigie. 


Twelve stories for children from four to six by an experienced story-teller for the 
nursery. Rufty Tufty lives in a golliwog village; he is often naughty and untidy, 
but always full of fun and enterprise, and his little adventures are simply and gaily 
related. 
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THE WONDERFUL FARM. Marcel Aymé. Translated from the French 
by Norman Denny. Bodley Head, 9s.6d. 20°5 cm. 156 pages. Illustrations by 
Charlotte Hough. 

Les Contes du Chat Perché must have delighted many French children. Indeed, 

these fables with their delicious blend of fact and fantasy, humour, absurdity and 

wisdom have a flavour entirely their own. Their background is the farm where 

Delphine and Marinette live with their humble and hard-working parents; here 

too, in farmyard and adjacent forest, are many animals—and how talkative they are! 

Their conversation (never out of character) is amusing or touching, and always 

intelligent, while their behaviour is equally so, and the little girls are completely 

eal. There are eight stories here (for children from eight onwards) and each is 
more enchanting than the last. 


BARBIE. Kitty Barne. Dent, 9s.6d. 19°6 cm. 255 pages. Coloured frontispiece 
and 6 illustrations by Marcia Lane Foster. 
A sympathetic and life-like character study of a girl with a genius for the violin. 
Barbie comes from Viennna to stay with her uncle and two young cousins in an 
English village; through hard work and the help of enthusiastic friends and relations 
she achieves her aim to study under a very famous teacher. Miss Barne writes with 
such vitality, humour and knowledge of human nature that this original and even 
exciting story, though of absorbing interest to music lovers, should be acceptable 
to other young people in their ‘teens as well. 


THE WIND IN THE WOOD. ‘BB’. Hollis & Carter, 18s. 25:4 cm. 
1§I pages. 12 colour plates and black-and-white drawings in text by D. J. 
Watkins-Pitchford. 

A companion volume to “BB”s Meeting Hill. Once again young people who enjoy 

good fairy tales can make the acquaintance of Peter and Johanna who, during their 

country walks, meet a number of famous writers; each of them relates to the 

children one or two of his most beguiling stories (given in the original text or a 

translation). Here are Kenneth Grahame’s The Reluctant Dragon, Nathaniel Haw- 

thorne’s Feathertop; stories by Grimm, Andersen, Perrault; and Edward Lear recites 
some typical verse. In all there are twelve stories in this large and handsome book, 
which is tastefully illustrated. 


FAIRY TALES OF LONG AGO. Edited by M. C. Carey. Dent, 8s.6d. 
20°3 cm. 251 pages. 8 colour plates and line drawings by D. J. Watkins-Pitchford. 
(Children’s Illustrated Classics) 

A well-produced and pleasantly illustrated volume containing twenty-three traditional 

fairy stories; about a third of them are those beloved by every child (e.g. Bluebeard, 

The Sleeping Beauty, Jack and the Beanstalk, etc.), others are rather less familiar. 

The versions given are based upon, or taken from, mid-nineteenth century translations 

or collections, and the language has for the most part a pleasing dignity. 


THE LOST ISLAND. Eilis Dillon. Faber, 10s.6d. 20°3 cm. 202 pages. 
Illustrations by Richard Kennedy. 


Irish life and character are engagingly captured in this adventure story for older 
children. Four years before the tale begins the narrator’s father had left his small 
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farm to investigate a mysterious island off the west coast, and had not been heard 
of since. When young Michael and a friend set out to find the missing man they 
are obliged to accept the co-operation of an untrustworthy boat owner and his 
employee, who are after the legendary treasure of the lost island. The events 
which follow contain plenty of thrills, yet retain a certain credulity, and the nature 
of the ‘treasure’ is very unexpected. 


MARTIN PIPPIN IN THE APPLE ORCHARD. Eleanor Farjeon. 
Oxford University Press, 128.6d. 22°8 cm. 322 pages. 47 drawings by Richard 
Kennedy. 

This is a newly illustrated edition of a fairy tale first published in 1922. Taking 
leave to disagree with the publishers’ announcement that it is for ‘ all ages’, it has 
in fact long been popular with many girls of twelve upwards, and with at least 
some boys. It consists of extravagant stories and interludes. Martin Pippin is 
the narrator, his audience ‘six young milkmaids, sworn virgins and man-haters all’ 
who guard an Emperor’s Daughter who figures in the singing game on which the 
book opens and closes. The scene is Sussex, but it is an enchanted land, and the 
stories, more so perhaps than the interludes, have a rare spontaneity. 


AMBARI! R. Forbes-Watson. Oxford University Press, 8s.6d. 22-2 cm. 148 
pages. Illustrations by Kiddell-Monroce. 

Ali and Juma, the two young heroes of this story of East Africa, find a lump of 
ambari (ambergris) quite by accident—when the canoe they are sailing is swept 
perilously down stream to the sea. The owner of the Arab dhow who picks them 
up is well aware of the value of their find, and the boys have an exciting time before 
they are able (with the help of an English family) to bring the ambergris home 
to the fathers. The author knows East Africa, and he has not only drawn the 
native background and character plausibly and vividly, but told an excellent story, 
too. For children from nine to twelve. 


MASQUERADE AT THE WELLS. Lora Hill. Evans Bros., 9s.6d. 
20°3 cm. 190 pages. 9 illustrations by Eve Guthrie. 
Lorna Hill’s two previous stories centring round the Sadler’s Wells ballet have 
proved popular with girls in their "teens. This tells of two cousins who, each 
uneasy in her surroundings, would like to change places—and do. Jane impersonates 
Mariella at an audition at the Wells ballet school and embarks on a stage career 
and Mariella, daughter of a famous ballerina, eventually attains the life among 
horses she had always longed for. There is plenty of realistic detail about ballet 
dancing and riding in this lively, if improbable, tale. 


THE VOYAGE OF THE DAWN TREADER. C. S. Lewis. Bles, 
10s.6d. 20°3 cm. 223 pages. Illustrations by Pauline Baynes. 

A third adventure-story-cum-allegory about the somewhat medieval fantasy kingdom 
of Narnia, in which four present-day children have a proprietary interest. Three 
of them and a very priggish cousin, together with King Caspian, embark on an 
investigation of some of Narnia’s colonies and undiscovered islands, and arrive at 
the end of the world—on the brink of the territory of the wise old lion, Aslan. 
Their adventures are as curious, dramatic and colourful as ever, and will appeal to 
imaginative children from eight to twelve. 
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MAGIC IN THE AIR. Dorothy Ann Lovell. Faber, 9s.6d. 20°9 cm. 166 
pages. Illustrations by Shirley Hughes. 

For children from eight to twelve here is an easily-flowing, warmhearted, romantic 
tale—with, however, many naturalistic touches. It tells of a lonely little girl who 
goes by herself to a country circus; it is clear to everybody that the boy clown 
is ill-treated; and Tessa and her friend Tim help to conceal the little clown when 
he tries to escape from his unkind master. The plot is simple enough, but the 
action takes many a surprising turn before the identity and fate of the little clown 
is established—and several very endearing people live happily ever after. 


THE BOY AT THE SWINGING LANTERN. Patricia Lynch. Dent, 
gs.6d. 19°3 cm. 222 pages. Coloured frontispiece and drawings by Kiddell- 
Monroe. 

Rory, a penniless young orphan, leaves his kindly foster-parents to seek his living 

as a kitchen boy at The Swinging Lantern inn in a small Irish port. This leisurely 

and very human story—by one who has written often of Ireland for young people 


—relates how he gradually comes to discover who his real parents were. For 
children from ten to fourteen. 


SMOKY JOE. Laurence Meynell. Bodley Head, 7s.6d. 19 cm. 122 pages. 
26 drawings by Charlotte Hough. 

Smoky Joe is a cat’s own narrative of his exciting adventures, first living with his 

brothers and sisters in an old rabbit burrow, and then as the pet of a little girl. He 

is a mischievous pet, a thief and a prowler, but his engaging ways always bring him 

forgiveness, and his way of telling his story will win him friends among children 

of seven to eight years old. 


MISTER JIM. Rutherford Montgomery. Faber, 8s.6d. 20°9 cm. 156 pages. 
An excellent story (for children from twelve onwards) about a young grisly bear 
in the Rockies; it is well written, sensibly realistic, and contains much information 
about the habits of bears and other animals and glimpses of the life of sheep-herders 
and Indian trappers. Mister Jim was reared by an Indian, but loses touch with 
him and, in the forest, is taken as a mate by a shcep-killing silvertip. The female 
is shot; sheep owners would like to get the grisly, too. How he is saved from 
destruction makes exciting reading. 


THE ITALIAN TWINS. THE SPANISH TWINS. Lucy Fitch Perkins. 
Introduction by Rhoda Power. Cape, 6s. each. 20°3 cm. 152 pages. Illustrations 
by the author. Glossary. 

These books, by an American, are in a series featuring twins of many countries, 

designed to give young people from eight to twelve a glimpse of lands other than 

their own. The Italian girl and boy are the decorously brought up children of 

a Marchese in Florence. They are kidnapped and exploited by an itinerant organ 

grinder and his wife and travel as far as Venice before they are able to get away. 

The home of the two young Spanish rascals is a village inn; to escape from the 

consequences of a more serious prank than usual, they run away. This excapade 

lands them at a fiesta at Granada, but in the course of it they are able to retrieve 

a donkey stolen by some gypsies. Both the little stories are well told, with 

considerable realism, and the background is very vividly and colourfully portrayed 

—though the period (unspecified) is not the 1950s. 
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COUSINS-COME-LATELY. Adventures in Old Sydney Town. Eve 
Pownall. Shakespeare Head Press (Sydney, Australia), 12s.6d. 25-4 cm. 102 pages. 
Illustrations by Margaret Senior. Endpaper map. 

A story of adventures in the Sydney of 1832. In the course of their exciting 

experiences two Sydney children and their two cousins fresh from England meet 

an aboriginal, ex-convicts, whalers, farmers, various other settlers and such well- 
known identities as John Dunmore Lang and Sir Richard Bourke, the Governor 
of New South Wales. For children from ten to twelve. 


CLEVER POLLY and Other Stories. Catherine Storr. Faber, 4s.6d. 15°8 cm. 
32 pages. 16 coloured illustrations by Dorothy Craigie. 

Four tiny cautionary tales about naughty children, simply told and amusingly 

illustrated. Ages four to six. 


WELCOME, GOOD ROBIN. Eleanor Watkins. Sylvan Press, 8s.6d. 19 cm. 
135 pages. 16 illustrations by Robert Turner. 

When Anne went through the secret door to meet her friend the Robin she entered 
the world of the imagination where the great writers of fairy tales and their characters 
are all real—Grimm, Andersen, Charles Kingsley, Lewis Carroll and Kenneth 
Grahame. Anne’s adventures are told in a leisurely fashion, in a somewhat lush and 
flowery style, but this well produced little book should please little girls from six 
to eight and lead them, perhaps, to enjoy these authors in the original. 


Non-Fiction 

COMMONWEALTH AND EMPIRE ANNUAL, 1953. Edited by 
Raymond Fawcett. Gawthorn Press, 15s. 25°4 cm. 320 pages. Illustrations 
(some in colour). 

This new edition of a volume formerly titled Empire Youth Annual contains good 

reading for young people of all ages, illustrating life in many parts of the Common- 

wealth. A high proportion is fiction, but there are many serious articles, on the 

Arab ruins of Kilwa, the Newfoundland fisheries, and the Nyasaland Protectorate, 

to name a few. As before, the volume is lavishly illustrated with drawings, photo- 

gtaphs, and in many cases full-page colour plates. 


JUDY’S AND ANDREW’S PUPPET BOOK. Muriel Goaman. Faber, 
6s.6d. 22 cm. 46 pages. 12 drawings by Ismena Mermagen. 

The author of Judy’s Cookery Book, Judy’s Book of Parties, etc. explains pleasantly 

and clearly how to make glove puppets, wire-bodied string-operated marionettes, 

and a simple puppet-theatre. A version of Punch and Judy is included. The drawings 

are a helpful addition to the text. For children from nine upwards. 


MOTHER GOOSE. The Old Nursery Rhymes. Illustrated by Arthur 
Rackham. 2 vols. Reprint. Heinemann, 4s.6d. each. 18 cm. 80 pages each. 
6 colour plates each. Black-and-white illustrations. 

Since Arthur Rackham made and illustrated this collection of traditional nursery 

rhymes in 1913 the book has been continuously popular; it is now reissued in 

two small volumes. Rackham’s superb pictures and decorations do not date and 
they will enchant the modern child as they once did his parents. 
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OXFORD JUNIOR ENCYCLOPAEDIA. General Editors: Laura E. Salt 
and Robert Sinclair. Vol. X. LAW AND ORDER. Oxford University Press, 30s. 
2$°4 cm. $12 pages. 8 colour plates. Illustrations. 

This admirable encyclopedia, planned in twelve volumes (of which this is the eighth 

to appear), is suitable for older children, school libraries, and even for adults seeking 

for information simply presented. The subject of this volume is the organisation of a 

community; it covers government—including the evolution of different forms of 

government, national and local, the growth of political and economic ideas and 

U.N.O.,; law and justice; public finance; education; social services; and armed forces 

—including some descriptions of the great wars and battles of history. There are 


interesting illustrations on nearly every page, and the articles are remarkably readable 
as well as being authoritative. 


MEN WHO FOUND OUT. Stories of Great Scientific Discoverers. 
Amabel Williams-Ellis. Bodley Head, 9s.6d. 19 cm. 224 pages. 16 illustrations.
